ROOSEVELT ADVISORY BOARD 
FOR PAYROLL TAX, GRANTS TO 
STATES INSURING EMPLOYED 


Approves Plan Calling for 3 Per Cent Levy 
— Three Optional Proposals for 
Old Age Pensions Recommended. 


JURY GIVES VERDICT 
TO ONE SIDE, SAYS 
OTHER DESERVED IT 


Sends Note to Judge in Decid- 
ing Damage Suit at 
Lincoln, Neb.

LINCOLN, Neb.,. Dec. 15.—A Dis- 
trict Court jury returned a verdict 
for the defendant today in a dam- 
age suit, along with a note saying it 
really should have been for the 
plaintiff. Judge J. H. Broady com- 
mented, “The jury takes all the 
prizes.” : 

In the suit of Herbert Runge 
against Carl Ellithorpe, Runge, a 
youth, asked for $3500 for injuries 
he says he suffered when Ehlii- 
thorpe’s dog snapped at horses 
hitched to.a disc last April 13, caus- 
ing a runaway. 

Judge Broady instructed the 
jurors to find for the defendant if 
they decided the dog had no 
“vicious propensities” prior to the 
injury complained of, or if it did 
and the defendant had no knowl- 
edge of it. 

Several hours later the jury. fore- 
man ‘sent out a note asking the 
court for definitions of the words: 
Ferocious, vicfous, dangerous, pro- 
pensity.and domestic animal. The 
jury foreman also asked for a dic- 
tionary. 

The judge did not answer and the 
jury returned a verdict for the de- 
fendant with a message. It read: 

“We, the jury, feel that the boy, 
Herbert Runge, should not be com- 
pelled to stand the loss and expense 
occasioned by the accident. How- 
ever, we feel] that the case_brought 
here is improper, inequitable and 
not handled in and to the best 
interest of the boy and the public.” 


WOLVES TRAIL PAIR LOST 
FOR FOUR HOURS IN SNOW 


Man and Woman Carrying Child 
Finally Reach Farmhousé in 
Nebraska. 

ALBION, Neb., Dec. 15. — Lost, 
trailed by wolves and carrying a 
child, Miss Lucille Gaskill and Louis 
McHenry waded through snow 
waist deep for four hours in zero 
weather before finding refuge in a 

farmhouse last night. 

McHenry and Miss Gaskill, with 
the latter’s nephew, Dickie Childs, 
4 years old, became stalled in a 
snow drift. Leaving their car, they 
cut across a field toward a farm 
home. Suddenly a dozen wolves ap- 
peared before them. In attempting 
to circle the animals, the travelers 
found themselves lost in the hills, 
as snow obliterated landmarks. 

Carrying the child in blankets, 
the pair plunged blindly through 
the deep snow. Behind them came 
the wolves. When the exhausted 
pair paused for breath, the wolves 
came closer, but did not attack. 

Hour after hour they staggered 
on with the child until finally the 
lights of a farmhouse appeared. 
Nearly exhausted when they ar- 
rived, none of the three suffered 
any serious illness.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—An un- 
employment insurance proposal 
based on a Federal tax on payrolls, 
and three optional old-age pension 
plans, two of which provide for 
Federal subsidies, were approved to- 
day by President Roosevelt’s Eco- 
nomic Security Advisory Council. 
Persons thoroughly familiar with 


‘the work of the council, but who de- 


clined tobe quoted, said the unem- 
ployment insurance proposal to be 
recommended to the cabinet com- 
mittee put the full expense’ of the 
plan on the employers through a 
3 per cent payroll tax. 

Pension Recommendations. 

The same informants said the op- 
tional old-age pension proposals 
were: (1) A compulsory plan _ un- 
der which the states would compel 
employers and employes t6 contri- 
bute to old-age. pension funds; 
(2) a contributory plan by which 
both employer and employe would 
pay into a general old age fund; 
(3) a voluntary plan under which 
the employe would pay a specified 
amount each,month for regular in- 
surance that would care for his old 
age. 

A Federal subsidy would be pro- 
vided under the contributory and 
compulsory plans. 

In addition, the advisory council 
adopted recommendations dealing 
with hospitalization. It did not vote 
on proposals for health insurance. 

With regard to child welfare, 
those familiar with the course of 
the council’s work said that it pro- 
posed a continuance of Federal 
child work appropriations and aid 
for mothers. 

Follows Wagner-Lewis Bill. 

Under the unemployment insur- 
ance plan outlined by these persons 
the recommendations would follow 
closely the lines of the Wagner- 
Lewis bill of last year, except for 
a change in the manner of handling 
the tax collected on payrollsg The 
Wagner-Lewis bill proposed a pay- 
roll .tax, collected by the Federal 
Government, to be refunded to con- 
cerns that contributed to state un- 
employment insurance funds. 

As outlined, the new proposal 
provides for direct grants to states 
which enact unemployment insur- 
ance laws conforming to standards 
adopted by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The theory is that the grants not 
only would encourage the states to. 
enact unemployment insurance 
laws, but would give the Federal 
Government control over the form 
of insurance laws enacted. 

Approved by Close Vote. 

The plan approved by the council 

won over another method of in- 
surance in a close vote. The de- 
tails of the other plan were not 
disclosed. 
The proposal that employers bear 
the full gxpense of the insurance 
has been advanced by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins advocated 
it in a speech last night. Both she 
and the Federation said that if the 
employer Bore the full expense, he 
would pass it along to the consum- 
er in the form of slightly increased 
prices and that in this manner the 
workers would bear a portion of 
the expense. 

The argument was’presented that 
since the worker made up more 
than 75 per cent of the buying pop- 
ulace, if he contributed to the un- 
employment insurance cost direct- 
ly, he would be in a position of 
making a double contribution be- 
cause he would help to bear the 
employer's share through payment 
of increased prices. 

Council Winding Up Work. 

All of the forms of unemploy- 
ment insurance studied by the ex- 
perts during the months they spent 
in assembling material for the 
Council and the Cabinet Commit- 
tee, which will pass on the plan 
before it goes to the President, 
were based on the idea that a pay- 
roll tax would be employed. 

The committee expects to finish 
its work over the week-end. 


SIX CASES OF BUBONIC 
PLAGUE REPORTED IN BRAZIL 


Outbreak in Northeastern Province 
Laid to Death of Rats 
in Drouth. 
By the Associated Press. 

RIA DE JANEIRO, Dec. 15.—Six 
cases of bubonic plague, the “black 
death’ ’of the Middle Ages, were re- 
ported in dispatches from Fortaleza 
in Northeast Brazil today. The first 
case appeared in early November in 
the central regions of the State of 
Ceara, the second in the Prainha 
suburb of Fortaleza and four oth- 
ers, now under laboratory obser- 
vation, in Fortaleza itself. 

Dr. Leorne Menescal, director of 
public health in Fortaleza, said 
cases had been reported in Palm- 
eiras, Mulungu, Coite and Guaram- 
iranga. 

The official explanation of the ap- 
pearance of bubonic plague credited 
it to the death of rats, due to the 
drouth in the desert lands of 


Ceara. 


TESTIFIES MANY 
COULDNT LIVE ON 
AUTO PLANT PAY 


Witness at NRA Hearing 
Says Buick Workers Quit 
Jobs and Went on Re- 
lief Rolls. 


AVERAGE YEARLY 
WAGE $400 TO $650 


Commission Told of ‘Speed 
Up’ in Production—Acci- 
dent in Ford Factory 
Laid to This Practice. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 15.—Low 
wages, the speeding up of opera- 
tions and the inroads of machinery 
on manual labor in the automobile 
industry were described today by 
more than 40 witnesses, mostly 
workers, at a hearing conducted by 
Leon Henderson, director of re- 
search and planning for the NRA. 
Henderson has been ordered by 
President Roosevelt to make a sur- 
vey of labor conditions in the auto- 
mobile industry. 

The hearing here will continue 
tomorrow. MHearings~also will be 
held in other centers of production. 
Assisting Henderson are Richard 
H. Lansburgh, associate NRA di- 
rector of research and planning, 
and Isadore Lubin, statistical direc- 
tor for the Department of Labor. 

All of the major producers—the 
Ford Motor Co., General Motors 
Corporation and Chrysler Corpora- 
tion—were under fire before the 
first session of the hearing ended. 
Wage and personnel reductions 
since the depression and inequali- 
ties of the bonus and piecework 
system were criticised. 

Ford Worker Testifies. 

A tinsmith at the Ford plant, 
William McKie, testified that of the 
125,000 persons engaged in making 
Model T Fords, only 85 per cent 
were re-employed on production of 
Model A cars. Every change of 
models, he said, means a decline 
in the number of workers, due to 
mechanization and to the speeding 
up of the assembly line. To that 
same “speed-up” he attributed an 
accident in the Ford plant last 
June 8, which, he said, cost six 
lives. 

He said that while the average 
daily wage was $5, the average 
yearly wage was only $650. The peak 
for Ford wages, he said, was in 
1929 with an-average of from $6 to 
$10 a day and $1470 a year. 

Elzie Cramer, an employe of the 
Buick Motor Co., in Fiint, Mich., 
told the commission that “many of 
the men in the core-making depart- 
ment quit their jobs because they 
couldn’t make enough to keep their 
families, and went to the relief 
agencies for adequate support.” 

Harold Paget of the Dodge Mo- 
tor Co., testified the average year- 
ly wage this year was less than 
$800; that it was $1000 in 1933, and 
$450 in 1932. : 

Union Organizer Heard. 

F. J. Dillon, organizer for the 
United Automobile Workers’ Fed- 
eral Labor Union, asserted that al- 
though the Chrysler Corporation 
had profits of $10,000,000 in the first 
nine months of this year, annual 
wages of from $400 to $600 were 
common. eo 

Michael J. Manning, a worker in 
the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Co. plant 
here, said that one man who last 
year turned out eight cores an 
hour, now is required to make 80. 
He said that early in 1930, 10 men 
produced 100 wheels an hour. Sub- 
sequently he said, groups consist- 
ing of six men and four women 
were required to make 156 wheels 
an hour. 

Charlton Ogburn, counsel for the 
American Federation.of Labor, as- 
serted that survéys hav~ ‘disclosed 
that a subsistence leve} which he 
said must be paid “regardless of 
the financial ability of the employ- 
er” is from $1800 to $2000 a year. 

Urges Collective Bargaining. 

Although the question of collec- 
tive bargaining was barred specifi- 
cally in the Presidential request for 
the investigation, Ogburn said that 
“many of the ills of the industry 
can be cured only by collective bar- 
gaining because of the peculiar na- 
ture of the industry’s problem.” 

“The A. F. of L. believes,” he 
said, “that labor and capital should 
operate as partners, but does not 
believe in nationalization of indus- 
try.” 

A program was presented in be- 
half of the Federation of Labor, 
calling for a basic 30-hour .week, 
which might be increased to 36 
hours for a 10-week peak produc- 
tion period or decreased to 24 hours 
in slack seasons; prohibition of lay- 
offs until plants are on a 24-hour 
week, and then restricting them to 
a seniority basis, and a basic mini- 
mum annual wage of $1500. -Its 
sponsors said this proposal would 
go far toward stabilizing the indus- 
try and eliminating seasonal fluc- 
tuations in employment, 


WAR DEPARTMENT 
SHAKE-UPS AID 
T0 BE IMPENDING 


‘Grand Jury Also to Re- 
ceive Information Gath- 
ered in House Inquiry 
Into Expenditures. 


LOBBY ACTIVITIES 
ARE INVOLVED 


Committee Report Being 
Drafted Will Suggest 
Changes in Methods of 


Making Purchases. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—At least 
a partial shakeup in War Depart- 
mem personnel and procurement 
methods, designed to decrease the 
effectiveness of lobbyists, was re- 
ported today to have been prom- 
ised to congressional investigators. 

Informed sources said a new 
grand jury investigation seeking the 
indictment of at least “two high 
army officers” would be begun when 
the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee concluded its investigation of 
War Department expenditures. 

Committee members are drafting 
their final report, which will be 
completed by the end of the month. 
In it, they intend to point out lob 
bying practices and suggest changes 
in the methods by which things are 
bought by the War Department. 

The committee does not expect to 
use any names, but merely to deal 
with general practices, turning its 
detailed information over to Leslie 
C. Garnett, the district attorney 
here, for presentation to the grand 
jury. 

‘- The committee fnvestigators have 

found, for instance, that one officer 
in a strategic War Department post 
had accepted fees from companies 
which obtained or hoped to obtain 
business from the Government. 
They compiled much testimony that 
men who openly were lobbyists had 
or professed to have, close contact 
with officers high in the War De- 
partment. As a result, committee 
members assert, contracts were in- 
fluenced. 

Early this week, the committee 
spent several hours in conference 
with Secretary of War Dern, Harry 
W. Woodring, Assistant Secretary 
of War in charge of procurement, 
and Gen. Douglas MacArthur, chief 
of staff. That conference, it was 
said today, gave part of the basis 
for belief that a shakeup impendéed. 
The names of the persons involved, 
however, were not disclosed, al- 
though committee members have 
frequently expressed their satisfac- 
tion at the attitude of Dern, Mac- 
Arthur and Woodring. In the con- 
ference with Dern, committee mem- 
bers also talked over their previous 
ecommendation that Major General 
Benjamin D. Foulois be removed 
as chief of the Army Air Corps. 
Dern and the President have not 
yet removed Foulois, but one com- 
mittee member said today: “We 
fee] we have assurances that some- 
thing is going to be done.” 


PAROLE FEES PAID BY ILLINOIS 
CONVICTS BEING INVESTIGATED 


Chicago Lawyers Said to Have 
Gotten Large Payments, Failed 
to Free Clients.

JOLIET, Ill., Dec. 15.—Activities 
of eight Chicago attorneys, who al- 
legedly accepted large sums of 
money from convicts in the Illinois 
state prison at Stateville on the 
promise of obtaining their freedom 
through parole, wez2 under investi- 
gation today by a grievance com- 
mission, named by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. 

Russell McCaughey, Chicago at- 
torney heading the body, said that 
information obtained could not be 
made public. “We must submit our 
findings to the Supreme Court,” he 
said. 

The commission spent most of 
the day at the prison, interviewing 
20 prisoners and talking with pris- 
on officials. Members of the group, 
who compose the grievance com- 
mittee of the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation, said they were checking the 
activities of “shyster” lawyers from 
Chicago, who allegedly failed to ob- 
tain freedom for their clients after 


promising to do so for large fees.

MOSLEM VERSION OF “NOBLE 
PSALMS OF DAVID” ARE FOUND 


Dr. P. K.. Hitti of Princeton U. 
Says Collection Is Largest 
of Its Kind in U. S. 
By the Associated Press. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 15.— 
Discovery of the “Noble Psalms of 
David,” an ancient manuscript 
which varies from all other known 
Moslem versions, was announced 
today by Dr. Phillip K. Hitti, asso- 
ciate professor of semitic literature 
at Princeton University. 

Many rare finds are included in 
the list of discoveries of .“unique 
works of major importance for his- 
toric, linguistic and scientific stud- 
ies,’ catalogued by Dr. Hitti. 

The collection, the largest of its 
kind in the United States, contains 
manuscripts dating from 1092 to 
1781. The translation of the Psalms 
was written in 1672 by Jamal-Al-Din 
Al-Masaddi, a Moslem from Arabia. 
Each of the Psalms is introduced 
with the formula which heads the 
chapters of the Koran, “in the name 
of Allah, th merciful, the compas- 
sionate.”’ : 

“The sources,” Professor Hitti 
said today, explaining that every 
section of the old Moslem world is 
represented in the manuscripts ex- 
amined so far, “ran from Spain in 
the west, to Samarquand in the 
east, where a set of astronomical 
tables were prepared for its Turk- 
ish governor, Ulugh Beg, at the re- 
nowned observatory which he erect- 
ed in his capital about 1428. 

The oldest manuscript catalogued 
toe date is a treatise on dialectics, 
copied by a scribe from Karman. 
The date, equivalent to the Chris- 
tian year of 1092, is plainly marked 
in: the text. 


90 KILLED, 160 INJURED 
IN EARTHQUAKE IN TURKEY 


Eight Villages are Destroyed; Sev- 
eral Shocks Have Occurred in 
Last Fortnight. 


ANKARA, Turkey, Dec. 15. 
Twenty persous were killed, 100 
injured and eight small villages de- 
stroyed today by an earthquake 
near Tchapaktchour, in the Vilayet 
of Diarbekir, Southeastern Turkey. 
The region had experienced several 
minor shocks within the past fort- 
night. 


King Declines Jubilee Yacht.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—King George 
spiked a movement today to pro- 
vide him with a new yacht by pop- 
ular subscription in honor of the 
silver jubilee of his reign next May. 
A spokesman for his majesty said: 
“In the first place he is tremen- 
dously fond of the Britannia (pres- 
ent royal yacht) and would hate to 
give her up. He also feels that the

BURGLARS GET DIAMOND 
RING VALUED AT $100,000 


Other Valuables Taken at Altadena, 
Cal., Include $30,000 in Pearls, 
$10,000 Sable Coat,

ALTADENA, Cal., Dec. 15.—Jew- 
elry, furs and rugs, valued at from 
$175,000 to $250,000 were stolen last 
Wednesday or Thursday from the 
home of Mrs. Delphne Slattery, the 
Sheriff’s office discloseu today. 

Among the most valuable articles 
reported to have been taken by the 
robbers were: 20-carat diamond 
ring valued at $100,000; string ‘of 97 
pearls, $30,000; diamond - bracelet, 
$10,000; five Oriental rugs, $6800; 
Russian sable coat, with nine sa- 
bles, $10,000; Russian evening wrap 
of ermine, $5000; cash totaling 
$1250. 

The robbery occurred during Mrs. 
Slattery’s absence. Police were in- 
formed of the theft Friday and de 
tectives have been working quietly 
on the case. The house was rum- 
maged and ransacked in every 
room. There were no servants in 
the house at the time. 

Mrs. Slattery is the widow of a 
wealthy Eastern clothier. 

Mrs. Slattery told the officers 
that the $100,000 platinum diamond 
ring was concealed in a bow on a 
$5000 Russian ermine evening wrap. 
and that other pieces of jewelry 
were hidden in different articles of 
clothing. 


INJURED IN CANYON 3 DAYS 


Man and Wife Unable to Move Af- 
ter Car Falls From Highway. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 15.— A 
young hunter late today found 
Frank Paperno, 50 years old, of 
North Hollywood, and his wife, Ora, 
lying near death at the bottom of 
a steep canyon. 

A car driven by Paperno had 
fallen into the canyon late Thurs- 
day morning, and for three days 
and nights, exposed to cold, rain 
and burning sun, they had been 
unable to move because of injuries. 
Paperno's leg was broken and his 
wife was nearly unconscious.- They 
are expected to survive. Mrs. Pa- 
perno is an expectant mother.

James (Jimmy) Hogan, ex-convict, 
survivor of the Egan-Hogan gang 
war, and prominent figure in, the 
Erris Pillow robbery and murder 
case of 13% years ago, shot and 
killed Lawrence Zimmer, a building 
worker, at 6:25 last night, in Zim- 
mer’s automobile at Cass avenue 


and Webster street, near Hogan’s 
saloon, the Hogan-King Tavern, 
3100 Cass avenue. 

Zimmer was shot five times, 
while Hogan was wounded slightly 
in the right leg. Hogan said the 
shooting began in the saloon, after 
Zimmer attempted a holdup there, 
However, Zimmer’s body was in his 
car, at the northeast corner, diagon- 
ally across from Hogan’s saloon, and 
seven bullets had been: fired 
through the windows of the car, 
Police Doubt Hogan’s Story. 
The police do not credit Hogan's 
story of an attempted holdup, al- 
though there is some other testi- 
mony that: the shooting began in 
the saloon. A man working in the 
neighborhood, who would not give 
his name, said he saw Hogan walk 
across the street to the car parked 
facing west on Cass east of Web- 
ster, and fire into the car at short 
range. Another man who would 
not give his name said he saw Ho- 
gan and another man go up to the 
automobile, and heard shots in such 
quick succession that they sound- 
ed like a machine-gun volley. He 
said he saw Hogan return to the 
saloon, while the other man, wear- 
ing a brown overcoat, ran west on 
Cass. 

Two shots penetrated the glass 
of the reear door, one the front 
door, one the windshield and three 
the rear glass of the car. Zimmer's 
wounds were. in front of the left 
ear, in the left cheek, below the 
heart, and. in both arms. 


Zimmer, 32 years old; was a. tar 
roofer, employed on the new Fed- 
eral Building. He lived at 2302A 
Howard street. Police say he had 
no police record.

Hogan was held last night by the

POLICY ON TAX ON 
SURPLUS ASSET 


Extreme Levies Against 
Corporations If They Pile 
Up Reserves to Cut Indi- 
vidual Incomes. 


OFFICIALS BRING 
.. 200 TEST CASES 


In Many of These, Pay- 
ments Have Been Made 
— In Others, Appeals 
Have Been Filed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. — A 
Treasury Department spokesman, 
authorized to speak for Secretary 
Morgenthau, scoffed today .at the 
jdea advanced by a New York fi- 
nancial publication that the “ris- 
ing tide of dividend payments” is 


the result of a Bureau of Internal 
Revenue plan to tax ruthlessly the 
large surplus liquid assets of cor- 
porations and that such payments 
were not “an earnest of an impen?-. 
ing sharp improvement in profits.” 

The tax on certain classes of sur- 
plus assets was first levied by the 
1932 Revenue Act and was en- 
larged in the 1934 act. The latter 
law levies on corporations a 25 to 
35 per cent tax on net income 
whenever it is found that the cor- 
poration “is formed or availed of 
for the purpose of preventing the 
imposition of the surtax upon its 
shareholders . . . through the me- 
dium of permitting gains and 
profits to accumulate instead of 
being divided or distributed.” 

Treasury Explanation. 

- As explained at the Treasury De- 
partment, a corporation will be 
taxed to the full extent of the law 
if it is found that the executives 
are piling up cash reserves which, 
if allowed to stay in the corpora- 
tion, would increase the value of 
the stock to the shareholders but 
which, if distributed to the share- 
holders, might be subject to heavy 
surtaxes on the shareholders’ indi- 
vidual incomes. 

The Treasury spokesman pro- 
fessed ignorance of the reported 
“rising tide of dividend payments,” 
but pointed out that if corporations 
in which the stock is widely held 
were paying out dividends rather 
than increasing their cash reserves 
they were doing so without the 
benefit of a Treasury Department 
interpretation of the law. 

_ Text of Statement. 

“The wording of the 1932 and the 
1934 law, as it affects surpluses,’ 
the spokesman said,“is so general 
that it takes in all corporations. 
When Commissioner Helvering took 
office he found that little attention 
had been paid to enforcing the tax 
on large surpluses. He found that 
there had been two or three court 
decisions which threw doubt on the 
Internal Revenue Bureau's inter- 
pretation of the law. 

“Commissioner Helvering select- 
ed about 200 test cases where large 
Surpluses had been accumulated 
by corporations, apparently in an 
attempt to protect the sharehold-' 
ers from surtaxes. Virtually all of 
these were holding companies of 
the investment type and family cor- 
porations. 

“Commissioner Helvering sent out 
letters to these 200 corporations cit- 
ing the law and inviting confer- 
ences. Many of the corporations 
paid the tax. Others resisted. and 
Commissioner Helvering assessed 
additional taxes in the so-called 90- 
day letter, which gives the’ tax- 
payers another opportunity to pay 
the back taxes. About 90 protest- 
ed the taxes and filed suits be- 
fore the Board of Tax Appeals, 
where the cases are now pending. 

“So far as I know, no additional 
taxes were levied against any cor- 
poration where the stock is widely 
held. This class of corporation was 
not included for two reasons; first, 
the difficulty of proving that the 
corporations were piling’ up cash 
reserves for the purpose of permit- 
ting the shareholders to escape sur- 
taxes, and second, the difficulty in 
defining ‘the reasonable needs of 
business’ phase of the act.  Like- 
wise, what is a ‘reasonable surplus’ 
for one type of siness might be 
unreasonable for dhother. Also one 
corporation might be building up 
cash reserves to pay off maturities, 
to enlarge the plant or even to en- 
ter into a related industry. — 

A Simple Problem. 

“In the instance of holding com- 
panies for investment, the prob- 
lem is much simpler. Supposing a 
family ‘corporation makes $500,000 
in a successful venture and seeks 
to reinvest the money in Govern- 
ment securities. The Treasury holds 
that this was a profit and should 
be distributed to the shareholders 
in order that it may be taxed. If 
the profits are put into cash re- 
serves, we can proceed under sec-

MRS. ROOSEVELT WANTS MILK 
AND CRACKERS; GETS CHICKEN 


She and Party Visit Subsistence 
Homestead Project at Red 
House, W. Va. 

By the Associated Press. 

RED HOUSE, W. Va., Dec. 15.— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt asked 
only for “some crackers and milk” 
on her visit to the Government’s 


newest rehabilitation homestead 
project here today, but relief work- 
ers served a chicken dinner. 

The wife of the President walked 
for several miles inspecting the 
400-acre estate on which houses are 
being erected and plots laid out for 
tilling by families whose financial 
fortunes have left: them without 
other means of support, and then 
declared: “It is the most promis- 
ing project of its kind I have seen.” 

With workers who later will oc- 
cupy the homes gathered about her, 
Mrs. Roosevelt told the inhabitants 
they may share in the profits of the 
enterprise as well as the labors. 

The party came by automobile 
from Washington and after the in- 
spection and dinner started the trip 
back, stopping at Arthurdale, an- 
other project started by the Goy- 
ernment. Mrs. Roosevelt spent the 
night at Morgantown.

He voted against a 
soft drink bill desired by the Gov- 
ernor, and said he did so because 
the Governor would not parole his 
brother. The next day he changed 
his vote, and the bill was passed. 
The parole of James Hogan was is- 
sued a week later. 

April 4, 1921, Hogan was arrested 
when hiding near the scene of the 
robbery of Erris Pillow, Negro 
bank messenger. Pillow was at- 
tacked at Jefferson avenue and 
Wash street, a coat was thrown 


over his head, and he was carried’ 


away in an automobile. A satchel 
contained checks amounting to $65,- 
000, and $155 currency, was taken. 
Pillow, who had seen the man who 


attacked him, identified Hogan as} 


the man who had thrown the coat 
over his head. 
Witness Shot to Death. 

The night of May 9, Pillow was 
called from his home on 
avenue by two men, who shot him 
to death. Two men were indicted 
for the murder of Pillow, but were 
acquitted, their lawyer pleading 
that the State showed no motive. 

Hogan, under indictment for the 


‘robbery of Pillow, took a change 


of venue to Union, Mo., and was 
tried there five times. The first 


jury convicted him of the robbery | 


and sentenced him to 15 years’ im- 
prisonment. Part of the evidence 
in the first trial was the testimony 
of six policemen, who were present 
when Pillow identified Hogan as 
the man who threw the coat over 
his head, and that Hogan said 


Hogan’s lawyer objected to this 
evidence as hearsay. The _ State 
Supreme Court ruled that its ad- 
mission was reversible error and 
remanded the case for a new trial. 
In three subsequent trials the 
jury disagreed, and on the fifth 
trial in March, 1926, Hogan was 
acquitted. 

Murder of Gangster Egan. 

Six months after the Pillow rob- 

bery, Constable William T. Egan, 
gang leader and enemy of the rival 
Hogan gang, was shot and killed 
by men who drove past his Frank- 
lin avenue saloon, Oct. 21, 1921. 
Three men were marked by Egan’s 
followers for slaughter, according to 
information reaching the police at 
the time. 
‘ One of the men, John J. Doyle, 
was shot and killed by city detec- 
tives who were trying to arrest him, 
for questioning about the Egan 
murder. The others, Luke E. Ken- 
nedy and James Hogan, were fired 
upon in an automobile at Eleventh 
and Market streets, at noon Dec. 30, 
1921, and Kennedy was wounded. In 
April, 1922, Kennedy was shot to 
death by two men who overtook 
him at a Wellston corner, 26 
wounds being inflicted. 

In May, 1922, three automobile 
parties fired shots into Hogan's 
home, 3035 Cass avenue, but . no 
one was injured.

Equity Receiver for United 
Public Service Co. Reports 
on Findings.

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—Testimony 
that nearly worthless property was 
carried at fictitious values amount- 
ing to millions of dollars on the 
books of the United Public Service 
Co., a $50,000,000 Insull subsidiary, 
was disclosed today in a_ special 
master in chancery’s report filed 
with Federal Judge Walter C. Lind- 
ley. 

iagiials of the testimony of 
Samuel W. White, equity receiver 
for the concern, said the books list- 
ed at $3,000,000 property consisting 
principally of “rusty junk” and 
“niles of brick.” 

The report quoted White as testi- 
fying: 

“Under the most favorable condi- 
tions that had ever obtained since 
the company was formed, the un- 
derlying property could not reason- 
ably have been expected to support 
the existing capitalization of those 
companies.” 

The companies referred to were 
United Public Service, a subsidiary 
of Middle West Utilities, main Insull 
holding concern; United Public 
Utilities and Southern United Gas 
Co., controlled by United Public 
Service, and 29 public utility operat- 
ing concerns in the Midwest which 
were in turn controlled by Southern 
United Gas and United Public Utili- 
ties. 

“No Possible Justification.” 

White testified that asset items 
aggregating millions of dollars were 
carried “with no possible justifica- 
tion.” Reference was made to an 
ice plant in Memphis, Tenn.,' which 
never operated, amhaving been car- 
ried at a value of $600,000. 

United Public Service, and 
through it Middle .West Utilities, 
White testified, “received income 
that could not properly have been 
distributed by their subsidiaries if 
they had maintained a policy of 
| conservative accounting and ade- 
'quate provisions for depreciation 
'and depletion.” Immediately after 
he was appointed receiver, White 
testified, he discarded the firm’s 
system of accounting. 

The result, White testified, 
an apparent attempt to “show earn- 
‘ings greater than possible under 
conservative accounting standards” 
was that “the companies were sad- 
dled with debts in order to continue 
interest and dividends on securities 
Sold to the public in excessive 
amounts.” 

No Value at Any Time. 

Middle West originally bought 
United Publie Service common 
stock for $20 a share, White said, 
adding:

Bi-Partisan Board Makes 
Report on Missouri Hos- 
pitals and Prisons to 


Gov. Park. 


‘A recommendation that the State 
program for reconstruction and ex- 
pansign of prisons and eleemosynary 
institutions, for which $10,000,000 in 
bonds was voted, should make full 
provision for correctional care and 
treatment of prisoners and patients 
is contained in a report submitted 
to Gov. Park and members of the 
Bi-Partisan tate Advisory Board, 
by Claude B. Ricketts, a member 
of the board. 

By authorization of Gov. Park 
and the State Building Commission, 
Ricketts recently. made an inspec- 


tion tour of a number of the most): 


advanced prisons and State insti- 
tutions in Eastern states. He was 
accompanied by medical experts and 
others concerned with the admin- 
istration of State institutions. 

An important question, Ricketts 
said, was whether the State should 
plan merely to house or confine 
prisoners and patients, or should 
provide curative and correctional 
facilities that would tend to place 
mental patients 
lives and prevent released prisoners 
from drifting back into trouble and 
again into prison. It has been 
found that about 40 per cent of the 
prisoners in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary have served prison terms be- 
fore. 

Mere custodial care is much more 
costly in the long run, Ricketts con- 
cluded. 

“A program of providing cus- 
todial care,” he reported, “accord- 
ing to the study of New Jersey 
State government which was made 
for Gov. A. Harry Moore by Prince- 
ton University, is so expensive as 
to be financially impossible. There 
was universal agreement with this 
view in New York and Massachu- 
setts. The evidence e found 
seems conclusive in fave of treat- 
ment, not only from the standpoint 
of humanity, but especially from 
the standpoint of thet citizen who 
faces th@ load of mounting taxes.” 

Getting the right kind of person- 
nel in the State institutions is more 
important than good buildings; 
Ricketts said. He quoted Warden 
Lewis E. Lawes of Sing Sing prison 
as having said to him: “I would 
much rather have five good men on 
my staff than five new buildings.” 
And Commissioner William J. Ellis 
of New Jersey said to him: “I would 
tell Gov. Park that I could get no- 
where with the best buildings in 
the world without able, experienced 
and loyal employes who have enlist- 
ed for life.” 

“Everywhere we found adminis- 
trators emphasizing the necessity 
for trained physicians, officers and 
workers, selected on a basis of: mer- 
it,” the report said, “where the se- 
lection has not been made ineffec- 
tive by legal preferences and jokers 
in the civil service law.” 

Prison Employment a Problem. 

Employment of. prisoners is one 
of the problems, Ricketts said. He 
found best results where prisoners 
were carefully classified as to capa- 
bilities and previous occupations 


and given work producing articles 
for State use rather than in mass 
production of items for the general 
markets.

“The question of providing beau- 
tiful interiors raises problems aif- 
ficult for the layman to decide,” he 
said, “as they mostly fee] that pris- 
oners should be_ treated rather 
harshly, and that they should work 
in shops and sleep in rooms severe, 
lain and unpleasing- Hence we 
were surprised to find that able, 
experienced wardens and superin- 
tendents of prisons and reforma- 
tories argued against this concep- 
tion. 
“Both Warden Lawes of Sing 
Sing and Calvin Derrick, superin- 
tendent of the State Home for Boys, 
who had served as warden at Sing 
Sing and as assistant warden of the 
New Jersey State prison, asserted 
that the prisoner and the juvenile 
delinquent should be exposed to a 
whole series of appeals to his bet- 
ter nature, so that he may respond 
to some of them and be able to 
appreciate and understand a very 
different kind of life than that to 
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which he has been accustomed.” 
The report stated the general con- 
clusion that it would be proper for 
the Bi-Partisan Advisory Board, 
which consists of six members, to 
recommend to the Building Com- 
mission and the Governor “what to 
rebuild, what to tear down and 
what new facilities to provide at 
each institution or branch thereof.”

Relief workers paid by the Fed- 
eral Government have discovered 
more than 2000 dwellings and oth- 


er buildings in St. Louis County 
which heretofore have escaped as- 
sessment and taxation. 

Until data obtained by the work- 
ers for a general revaluation of all 
real estate in the county may be 
compiled in about 10 days, said 
Assessor Neaf, the assessment to 
be placed against this group of 
structures cannot be told. The re- 
valuation was directed by Neaf as 
a means of making the assessment 
thorough. 

If the average assessment on each 
of the buildings should be only! 
$1000, the increased valuation 
would be $2,000,000 in the aggregate 
and the county’s tax revenue would 
be increased by $20,400 a year, in 
addition to proportionate increases 
in the income of the State and of 
many school districts and towns in 
the county. 

The relief workers made a com- 
plete canvass of all structures in 
the county. 

One Subdvision Missed. 

In one subdivision in the north- 
ern end of the county were about 
40 residences, costing perhaps $4000 
or $5000 each to build, which were 
not assessed. The owners paid 
taxes only on the ground value, 
which was comparatively small. 
These houses, in an unincorporated 
area, were erected in:recent years. 

It was discovered that a business 
building of several stories in Wells- 
ton was not assessed, only a garage 
valued at $110, on the back of that 
lot, being on the tax records. The 
building will be assessed at about 
$70,000. 

At a large filling station in Well- 
ston, owned by an oil company, it 
developed that one building was as- 
sessed and three were not. 

The chief reason that structures 
escaped assessment, according to 
the Assessor’s office, was that they 
were erected without building per- 
mits. Heretofore, assessment in the 
county has been based largely on 
building permit records. It was 
said that permits were not obtained 
in the foregoing instances of the 
subdivision and the Wellston prop- 
erty.

FAVORS DEVELOPMENT 
OF MISSOURI BASIN 


Federal Resources Board Ad- 
vises Abandoning Some 
Farms as Worthless. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Devel- 
opment of the Missouri River is 
among a dozen water projects 
which the National Resources 
Board approved in a report made 
today to the President. 

The ooard recommended the im- 
mediate studies of the Kansas City 


flood-control problem. The report 
withheld details of other specific 
recommendations for development 
of this basin. 

The board was said to have con- 
sidered the problem from the 
standpoint of power, water supply, 
navigation, irrigation, recreation 
and with a view to flood and ero- 
sion control and for the elimina- 
tion of pollution and loss through 
run-off and drainage. 

In its repert on maladjustments 
in the use of land of four areas 
are outlined in Missouri and two in 
Kansas for “constructive use, not 
to be in farms.’ The land so desig- 
nated in Kansas lies in the extreme 
southwest and west of the State. 
The areas in Missouri are in the 
southeast section of the State, a 
narrow strip in the north central 
part, a triangular tract in the south 
central part and a smaller area :n 
the east central part. 

“Within these areas,” says the 
report, “are farms from which 
farmers should ultimately be en- 
couraged to withdraw, mainly be- 
cause experience has demonstrated 
the land to be too poor to provide 
adequate family living and support 
public institutions and services.” 

In discussing the mineral policy 
the report says: “Few groups of 
our population have suffered great- 
er hardships than the coal miners. 
So long as bituminous coal mining 
functions in surroundings of pov- 
erty, the operator has neither in- 
centive nor the means to prevent 
waste.

BISHOP M’CONNELL, METHODIST, 
DENOUNCES SOCIAL ORDER 


Tells People’s Lobby Conference 
Self-Interest Plunges World Into 
Depression and Want. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 


present indusfrial social order was 
termed “un-Christian, unethical and 
anti-social” today by Bishop Fran- 
cis J, McConnell of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. ae 

Addressing a conference called by 
the People’s Lobby to discuss “so- 
Cialization or chaos,” he said the 
existing set-up was “largely based 
on the profit motive, which is a 
direct appeal to selfishness . 

“Selfishness is never morally 
right, never Christian and eventual- 
ly never benefits anybody,” he 
added. 

“It is now clear that this moral 
defect produces functional inca- 
pacity by throwing the forces of 
consumption and production out of 
balance. 

“A satisfactory social organism 
cannot grow out of an _ unsocial 
seed. Self interest is both planless 
and, in the larger sense, without so- 
cial intelligence, thus producing the 
periodic economic crises which 
from time to time plunge the world 
into depression and want.” 

Earlier, Prof. John Dewey, presi- 
dent of the organization, urged so- 
cialization of land to “give the un- 
employed an opportunity to work.”

LLOYD GEORGE TO LAUNCH 
. “NEW DEAL” IN ENGLAND 


Ex-Premier Says It Will Follow 
President Roosevelt's 
: “Wise Lead.” 
By the Associated Press. 

CHURT, Eng., Dec. 15. — David 
Lloyd George plans to launch a 
British “new deal” early in 1935. 
A campaign for nation-wide recon- 
struction, developed after confer- 
ences with bankers, industrialists, 
economists and business men is to 
be sponsored by the war-time 
Premier, he said in an interview 
here today. 


Following President Roosevelt’s 
“wise lead,” Lloyd George even 
has his own “brain trust,” com- 
posed of farmers, bankers, busi- 
ness men, scientists, politicians and 
economists who have been busy 
several months working out’ the 
“new deal” program. 

Lloyd George denied his program 
would bolster up “Liberalism, So- 
cialism, Capitalism or WNaziism,” 
asserted there was “nothing revo- 
lutionary” about it and said he 
purposes to form no new party. A 
plank in his platform is nationaliza- 
tion of the Bank of England. He 
also favors spending large sums of 
public money for public works and 
other purposes. He says Britain is 
getting nowhere with present plans 
for unemployment relief and 
charged the national government 
with being afraid of schemes big 
enough to meet the emergency.

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NAZI PRESS GAG 
IS RESISTED BY 
MANY GERMANS 


Even Party Members 
Frankly Say They Read 
Foreign Newspapers for 
Uncolored News. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Dec. 15.—A Nazi drive | 


to keep Germans from reading for- | 
eign newspapers has met with stout | 


resistance, it was learned today. | 
Two Storm Troop men, one a wine | 
clerk, the other a Chamber of Com- | 
merce secretary, told canvassers for 
Nazi newspapers today they pre- | 
ferred newspapers from abroad to 
the strictly-censored local organs. 

These cases, it was reported, were 
typical of the attitude of educated 
Germans in general; either they 
subscribe to Swiss, French or En- 
glish newspapers or they frequent 
cafes where foreign’ newspapers are | 
kept on file. “ 

“T learn what's going on in Ger- | 
many about 14 da#s after things 
have happened,” one German com- 
mented, “when I- receive the Chi- 
“cago Abendspost with its dispatches 
from Berlin.” 

Minister of Propaganda Paul 
Joseph Goebbels’ gag on the Ger- 
man press has led to an unprece- 


dented influx of foreign newspapers 
and the leaping circulation of Swiss 
and other foreign newspapers is 
giving Nazi authorities real con- 
cern, the Deutsche Wochensau said. 

This “weekly said the men and 
women who buy foreign papers are 
refusing their co-operaton to the 
regime, and termed them. evil- 
minded negative characters. 

“What business have these papers 
to be offered in metropolitan cen- 
ters like Berlin or, as is happening 
of late, even in small towns?” it 
inquired. “Why should they be dis- 
played in the Friedrichstrasse or on 
the Kurfuerstendamm of Berlin or 
the Odeonsplatz of Munich?” The 
‘weekly said that, in addition to the 
“moral damage” which these for- 
eign papers did with their “atrocity 
propaganda” and their reporting of 
alleged facts which the German 
press does not carry, there is an 
economic aspect to the problem. 

“If we may believe the assertion 
of the foreign publishers the sale 
of Swiss papers alone amounts daily 
to thousands of marks, which 
means that in the course of a year 
the sum swells to many hundreds 
of thousands,” it said. 

The weekly suggested that this 
sale of foreign papers means a 
considerable drain of foreign ex- 
change, and recommended that 
Germany in- future trade agree- 
ments insist that in return for this 
patronage of foreign papers the 
countries in question take addition- 
al German exports.

MONG the great debates of

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 16.— 
Addressing the Indiana State Bar 
Association last night, City Coun- 
Selor Charles M. Hay of St. Louis 
Said lawyers should again become 
“architects of government and pi- 
lots in the storm” instead of agents 
of big business pointing out meth- 
ods of evading protection afforded 
society by the Constitution. 

“Before the Civil War.” he said, 


Since 
then business, offering enormous 
fees and emioluments, has made a 
stronger appeal.

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Balancing the Budget. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR correspondent, “Taxpaying Citi- 
zen,” implies that only a portion of 
the citizens are taxpayers. Every citizen 
is a taxpaper. The small-salaried citizen 
pays comparatively more taxes, and con- 
tributes the largest volume thereof. He 
also does the least whining. 
F This bogy, “balance the budget,” is the 
4 boloney regularly fed the public. Balance 
the budget means to conduct the Gov- 
ernment on the basis of providing an 
army to intimidate the people, judges to 
‘throttle them, and a small enough num- 
- ber of compliant public officials not too 
zealous in watching the public interest. 
All cost is to be placed on the backs of 
the working people, and the rich relieved 
of taxes. Above all, it contemplates a 
severe restriction of public services essen- 
tial to the general public interest. 

The march of social progress demands 
broad expansion of governmental activity, 
and the delegation to governmental con- 
trol of functions and powers too vital to 
public welfare to be left in the hands 
of private individuals for their exploita- 
tion at the expense of the public weal. 

The average man is opposed to bal- 
ancing the budget on the basis of re-

expense. He is interested in getting his 
meeds supplied at a minimum of cost. 
POOR FISH. 
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Thanks to the Railroad Reorganization Act (sec- 
tion 77 of the Bankruptcy Act), machinery has been 
provided by which the investor can at last defend 
himself against the species of financing that has dis- 
graced the railroad industry in the United States 
and cost the people billions of dollars. 

The investor is availing himself of his opportunity, 
and his appearance in the field of railroad finance 
is one of the heartening signs of the times. Re- 
organizing the finances of railroads has too often 
been a racket. The investor has been helpless. Re- 
organization has usually been handled by the very 
interests which sent the road to receivership. This 
has been true in so many cases that Congress took 
up the cudgels for the investor. Hence the Railroad 
Reorganization Act, which enables the investor to act 
independently. 

Both the Missouri Pacific and the St. Louis-San 
Francisco railroads, which have their headquarters 
in St. Louis, are in receivership. Efforts to reor- 
ganize their finances are being made in the usual 
way by the usual people; that is, both these great 
railroad systems have been landed in the hands of 
receivers by ruinous financial practices. Both sys- 
tems have bought the stocks of other railroads; both 
systems have had to supply funds to cover purchases 
made for them by the bankers who controlled them, 
albeit these purchases were sometimes not in the 
interest of the roads themselves but in the interest 
of their financial controllers. 

An excellent illustration of this has come out in 
the Frisco hearing which was resumed here last 
week. Mr. Brown, the financial head of the system, 
bought 25,000 shares of the common stock of the Gulf, 
Mobile & Northern Railroad. He did not have the 
authority of his directors to do this. The Frisco 


‘had no opportunity to control the Gulf, Mobile & 


Northern even had it wished to control. The Burling- 
ton had effective control of the road when the Frisco 
bought its stock. Yet 13 months after this stock was 
bought the Frisco was compelled to take ib over at 
some $36 a share. It was selling in the market at 
that time at something like $13 a share. Twenty-one 
months after the Frisco board approved this pur- 
chase the bankers withdrew the cash price of $1,000,- 
000, at a time when the road was borrowing Govern- 
ment money to pay taxes. This wag one month be- 
fore the receivership. 

The testimony in the Frisco case has brought out 
a series of such stories. They read like the tales 
of the Arabian Nights. It is incredible that any 
civilized country should permit men to play fast 
and loose with other people’s money as the directors 
and bankers of the Frisco have done. Yet this has 
been the story of railroad receiverships:in the United 
States from the time of Jay Gould. It is the story 
of the St. Paul receivership, the largest in American 
history; it is the story of the Missouri Pacific re- 
ceivership, the Frisco receivership. The Frisco bor- 
rowed money to pay dividends. It actually distrib- 
uted more than $4,000,000 in dividends in the year 
preceding receivership. The men who did these 
things falter and mumble on the witness stand, but 
the facts speak; they tell the story.

T he Revolt of the Investor 


racket has been to induce the investors to turn in 
old securities for new ones. When the new ones are 
all sold they are usually far in excess of the old ones. 
Thus the Frisco last went into receivership in 1913 
because it could not support its funded indebtedness, 
and it emerged from receivership three years later 
with an even greater funded indebtedness. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission told the Frisco in 1928 
that it had overvalued its property by more than 
$100,000,000. So reorganization upon the old lines is 
to head the road directly to another receivership. 
This has gone on year after year, and not until 
within the last two years has the nation done any- 
thing about it. We are now doing something. The 
worm has turned. The investor insists upon saving 
some part of his investment. He refuses to be sold 
out, which has usually been his lot. 

The purpose of the bondholders who are fighting 
the Frisco reorganization is to keep the people who 
wrecked the railroad from reorganizing its finances 
and wrecking it again. They insist that the people 
who devised the financial set-up which brought the 
road to grief should have nothing to do with the 
financial reorganization. They believe that if this 
predatory interest can be kept out of the reorganiza- 
tion the investors’ interests can be salvaged. 

The battle in the Missouri Pacific reorganization 
is equally picturesque. There are five reorganization 
committees in the field. One of these, the so-called 
independent committee, is headed by Charles A. 
Beard, the historian. Mr. Bearé says his committee 
purposes to find out “whether the business of invest- 
ment and investment banking is to provide real capi- 
tal for productive operations in industry or whether 
it is to gather up the savings of the people and 
pour a huge proportion of the total into private 
pockets through paper manipulation.” He says his 
committee purposes to find out whether the people 
who have been chiefly responsible for the distress 
of the Missouri Pacific can be held to account for 
their acts. 

This is also the purpose of the bondholders’ in- 
quiry in the Frisco, where there are six reorganiza- 
tion committees in the field. The investors in the 
Frisco case are seeking to discover if they cannot get 
back from the people who ruined the road the great 
sums taken out of the Frisco’s earnings for purposes 
not in the interest of the investor. Mr. Beard‘says 
that his committee purposes to introduce a new note 
into railroad reorganizations, that is, the note of 
public interest. This is not to be just another 
“chapter of the Erie,’”’ says Mr. Beard. 

This is laudatory, but not even with the aid of 
Congress can the investor successfully oppose the 
powerful interests which juggle railroad finances un- 
less the investor himself can be rallied to his own 
defense. It is impossible for millions of railroad 
investors to understand the intricacies of railroad 
finance. It is easily understandable why, when they 
have been asked to exchange old holdings for new 
ones, they have readily succumbed to the wiles of the 
railroad bankers. The education of the investor is 
eSsential to this defense. This is why bondholders 
are organizing, and it has brought a new Richmond 


into a troubled field. 


ARCHBISHOP GLENNON. 

Fifty years ago John J. Glennon was ordained a 
priest of the Roman Catholic Church. In 1903 he be- 
came Archbishop of St. Louis at the age of 41, the 
youngest man in America to attain that distinction. 
In the administration of his powerful office, he has 
demonstrated rare qualities both as a spiritual leader 


It is impossible to measure his influence as a 
churchman except in the admiration, affection and 
loyalty of his co-religionists. But the evidence of 
his executive ability is plain in the hospitals, semi- 
naries, schools, colleges and churches that have been 
built here since he came, and in the magnificent 
cathedral en Lindell boulevard. 

Tonight the community, Catholics and non-Catho- 
lics alike, will honor the Archbishop at a great gath- 
ering in the Arena. We join in paying tribute to him 
as a strong and wise man, a citizen whose talents 
have earned him international repute, a human being 
with charm, a churchman sans peur et sans reproche. 
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TWO MORE ADVOCATES OF PUBLICITY. 

The extent to which sentiment has grown for mak- 
ing public the names of persons who intercede with 
Federal authorities on behalf. of criminals and sus- 
pects is indicated by two expressions at the third 
day of the national crime conference, in Washington. 
Said Joseph B. Keenan, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral: “Names of all persons sponsoring paroles, as 
well as those of individuals writing to the authori- 
ties asking clemency for convicts, should be available 
to the public.” 

Said Frank Hague, for 22 years Mayor of Jersey 
City and long active in Democratic politics: ‘I don’t 
see why any person who is willing to stand up for 
somebody in trouble shouldn’t be willing to have 
his name made public.” 

These expressions, representative of two groups 
that would be directly affected by a publicity or- 
der, Federal officials and politicians, show that it 
is not the general public alone that would welcome 
a change. They present concisely the case for ending 
& practice that has placed a veil ot secrecy around a 
matter of great concern in law enforcement, the iden- 
tity of those who “front” for convicts and those ac- 
cused of Federal offenses. Mr. Keenan’s statement 
appears to put the Department of Justice on record 
as committed to a change in its widely criticised past 
policy. 

The people will hope so. They would welcome for- 
mal confirmation by an order of the department pro- 
viding for complete publicity in such cases. 

ITALY’S DRASTIC CURRENCY SAFEGUARDS. 

Our Government's drastic action last year in call- 
ing in all gold held in private hands brought con- 
siderable objection and controversy. The objectors 
can thank their stars, however, that they are not 
citizens of Italy who hold foreign credits. For the 
Italian Government, in an effort to maintain the 
stability of the lira and remain on the gold standard, 
has issued decrees of great severity. 

All business firms holding foreign credits must 
“cede” them at once to the National Exchange Insti- 
tution. If necessary, these will be sold and used by 
the institute to adjust Italy’s foreign exchange bal- 
ance. All citizens must declare the credits they hold 
abroad. All foreign currencies and similar credits 
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must he ceded to the institute, which receives a 
monopoly on making payments outside of Italy. 


The penalties? Confinement on the penal islands, 


a fine equal to the amount of credits not declared, 
as well as penalties otherwise provided in the law. 
To these has been added the threat that persons who 
circulate rumors to the effect that Italy is to leave 
the gold standard will be severely punished. 

These steps are merely one skirmish in the great 
battle of the currencies, resulting from the confused 
world financial situation. They are a self-defensive 
measure on Italy’s part that may prevent grave up- 
sets at home as well as abroad. By contrast the 
gold orders of the United States Government appear 
benevolent. 
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IMMIGRATION LAW INEQUITIES. 
Like most citizens, Daniel W. McCormack thought, 


{| when he took office last year as Commissioner of Nat- 


uralization, that the deportation laws were used to rid 
the country of undesirable aliens. He soon found, Mr. 
McCormack said in an‘address here recently, that 
they are often used to separate families, to create 
public charges and to send away desirable, hard- 
working persons for minor infractions of immigra- 
tion regulations, by no means to be classed as crimes. 
At the same time, owing to other complications in 
the immigration laws, the Government is unable to 
deport hundreds of criminal aliens. 

It is for these reasons that Mr. McCormack calls 
the situation horrifying and has committed himself 
to seek changes in the regulations to eliminate these 
inequities. 

The proposals for revision of the immigration laws 
failed of action at the last Congress. They should 
by all means be pressed to passage at the next ses- 
sion. It is an intolerable condition when, as Mr. 
McCormack says, the Government often affords bet- 
ter protection to the criminal alien than to the de- 
sirable immigrant. 
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NOW FOR PRIVATE LENDING. 

The Federal Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 
which has held out a helping hand to more than 
670,000 home owners, now has in progress a survey 
to determine whether private lending institutions 
are in a position to take over credit business of this 
character. 

This suspension of the activities of the HOLC is 
both an answer and an invitation to private lending 
institutions. It is an answer in that it recognizes 
the complaint that the Federal Government is doing 
a lending business which banks and building and loan 
associations ought to be conducting. It is an invita- 
tion in that private agencies now have the opportun- 
ity to take over this business. 

The future of the HOLC is uncertain, pending the 
outcome of this survey of home credit facilities, 
which is to be completed early in the new year. Pre- 
sumably, if the investigators find that private lend- 
ing institutions can and will take care of almost 500,- 
000 applications which have not been acted on, the 
HOLS will consider its work completed as a lending 
agency and stay on the job only as a liquidating de- 
vice. On the other hand, if the report finds credit 
facilitiey inadequate, it is probable that additional 
funds will be asked in the coming Congress to meet 
applications now on file. 

In short, it would appear that the HOLC’s survey 
period gives private lending just the chance it should 
have. There is every reason to hope that it will find 
itself able to measure up, for in a very real sense 
the normal movement of credit is a community's life 
blood. 
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A Great Tale 
CLEOPATRA’S DAUGHTER. By Beatrice 

Chanler. (Liveright Publishing Corpora- 

tion, New York City.) 

T IS commonly assumed, as stated in the 
| Excyciopedia Britannica, that Cleopatra 

the Great had only three children, pre- 
sumably Caesarion, son of Julius Caesar, and 
Alexander and Ptolemy Philadelphus, sons 
Although historians are 
aware of the fact, it will doubtless surprise 
most readers to learn that the great Egyp- 
tian Queen had a daughter by Mark Antony, 
Cleopatra Selene, who reigned for many 
years as queen in Northwestern Africa, and 
whose life story, now perhaps more fully 
revealed than ever before, throws much light 
on the Augustan Age of Rome. 

In the year 41 B. C., things were not going 
so well with the great Roman dream. There 
were defeats in the East and a “depres- 
sion” at home, with hordes of unemployed. 
Egypt was a menace. The dissension bhe- 
tween Octavian, later to be Known as All- 
gustus, and Antony was growing rapidly 
toward the open hostility that was to end 
tragically for the latter. It was in this year 
than Antony met Cleopatra and succumbed 
to her charms. 

As always in such times of uncertainty 
and gloom, prophecy flourished; and by far 
the most famous of all the prophecies of the 
time, one that is even yet variously inter- 
preted, was that of Virgil in the Fourth 
Eclogue. Virgil, it’ will be recalled, an- 
nounced the birth of one with whom “from 
high heaven descends a worthier race of 
men,” and “all the peaceful earth would be 
freed from everlasting fear.” 

There are scholars who insist that Virgil 
had in mind a son of Octavian soon to be 
born; but the “son,” alas, turned out to be 
Julia, destined to scandalize even Roman 
society. The poet’s prophecy, thus left com- 
pletely up in the air by infamous Julia’s 
appearance, was overlooked until, long after 
the poet’s death, triumphant Christianity 
Was persuaded to see in it an inspired an- 
nouncement of the Savior’s birth. 


Beatrice;,Chanler, however, as the result 
of long and careful research, which she 
plans to make the basis of a separate work 
on the ancient controversy, comtends that 
the prophetic Fourth Eclogue referred, not 
to the hoped-for son of Octavian, but to the 
issue of the romantic union of Antony and 
Cleopatra. The author is convinced that the 
significance of the Virgilian prophecy was 
well understood in Rome, and that it coin- 
cided with the prophetic utterances of the 
priests of Isis at Alexandria. - 

A divine child, destined to pacify and unify 
the world, was to come of “divine seed.” 
Was not Cleopatra the “daughter of the god- 
dess, Isis’? Had she not been enshrined by 
Julius Caesar in the temple of Venus Gene- 
trix at Rome as Aphrodite? Was not An- 
tony the descendant of Hercules, and was 
he not hailed as the god Dionysus on his 
triumphal tour after the victory at Philippi? 

Curiously enough, the great event, presum- 
ably foretold by Virgil, occurred on Dec. 25 
in the year 40—the day devoted to the festi- 
val of the winter solstice, the birthday of 
the sun god, Helios. There was, indeed. a 
son, as predicted; but the son was a twin, 


and the names of the pair were Alexande: 
Helios, Son of the Sun, and Cleopatra Selen-, 
Daughter of the Moon. Thus, at the time, 
it appeared that the fulfillment had even 
bettered the prophecy, and that so great 
was the destiny attendant upon this birth 
that nothing short of the male and female 
principles of the divinity in one could ac- 
complish the divine task allotted! 

Truly, during the brief heyday of Antony’s 
and Cleopatra’s dream, it did appear that 
both the Western and the Eastern worlds 
might come under the sway of Alexandria 
and that the children of the Sun and Moon 
might become omnipotent. But there were 
other gods than Egypt’s, and if Virgil's 
prophecy fits anything at all, at long last 
the Christian fathers seem to have had the 
best of it. 
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The life story of Cleopatra Selene, involv- 
ing the failure and tragic deaths of her fa- 
ther and mother, and the emergence, growth 
and incipient disintegration of Augustan 
Rome, is one of the most tremendous human 
stories imaginable. Better still, it is so over- 
whelming a tale, when read in its entirety, as 
Beatrice Chanler tells it, that had it not hap- 
pened, its like could scarcely have been in- 
vented; for life at flood in its great historic 
moments can dwarf the most ambitious 
products of the creative imagination. 

With her father and mother dead, two of 
her brothers slain, and the great dream shat- 
tered, Cleopatra, once “Queen of Cyrenaica 
and Libya,” but now only a lonely, though 


“still a haughty, little girl, was taken as a 


captive to grace the Roman triumph of het 
father’s enemy, Octavian. But she seems to 
have had much, if not all, of her mother’s 
powerful spirit and intelligence, as well as 
her beauty and fascination.

On Debts to U. S. Precludes 


Progress in International Accord 


' Effort to Evade Payment Apparent from 


First, Though France Once Declared Loan 
Must Not be Considered a Gift.

NEW. YORK, Dec. 15.—With the 
repetition of a general default by 
our European debtors on their ob- 
‘igations to the United States, the 
fifteenth of December bids fair to 
become knowr as d ult day. As 
fhe case now stands, the total of 
the war-debts is $11,565,000,000. The 
arrearage under the funding agree- 
ments, including ao default- 
ed payments, amoun appro--i- 
mately to $650,000,000. 

Our debtors seem to have washed 
their hands of the matter—to have 
taken leave of the subject as if it 
had ceased to interest them. There 
is no sign that their defaults oc- 

ion them the teast discomfort 
or any sense of reproach. 

Default may be said to have been 
elevated by them to the dignity of 

in instrument of national policy.” 

Evasion From the Start. 


While there are certain economic | 


impediments to the liquidation of 
these debts—which have _ been 
greatly and very artfully exagger- 
ated—the questions remain: 

1. Has there been such an effort 
to fulfill these obligations as sat- 
isfies the honor of the debtors and 
as should meet the expectations of 
the creditor? 

2. Has there, on the other hand, 
been an effort to evade the ob- 
ligations on this pretext or that, 
and to postpone payment with a 
view to the eventual defeat of col- 
lection”? 

The case of our debtors would 
present a better appearance if their 
deliberate intention to avoid the 
payment of their debts was not so 
clearly manifest throughout the rec- 
ord of their dealings with us, and 
almost from the moment that the 
debts were incurred.

of France or any other of the allied 
governments, or that it would con- 
sent to a cancelation or reduction 
in the debts of any of the allied 
gOvernments as an inducement 
toward a practical settlement of the 
reparation claims.” 

Wilson on Cancellation. 

Mr. Wilson then passed to 
cellation of its debt. 

“You will recall,” said he, “that 
suggestions looking to the cancella- 


ness of Great Britain to the United 
States were made to me when I was 
in Paris. Like suggestions ewer 
again made by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in the early part of 
the present year. The United States 
Government, by its duly authorized 
representatives, has promptly and 
clearly stated its unwillingness to 
accept such suggestions each time 
they have been made, and has 
pointed out in detail the considera- 
tions which cause its decision. The 
views of the United States Govern- 
ment have not changed and it is 
not prepared to consent to the re- 
mission of any part of the debt of 
Great Britain to the United States.” 
France Wanted No “Gift.” 

An amusing sidelight on the 
rather light and airy manner in 
which France now repudiates her 
debt is afforded by an_ incident 
which took place while the war was 
still in progress and France did not 
think that she had yet exhausted 
the possibility of further loans from 
this country. 

During a congressional debate on 
the first Liberty Loan Act, refer- 
ence was made to the generosity 
with which France had come to the 
aid of the United States during our 
Revolutionary War, and the point 
was made that a large pecuniary 
gift by the’ United States would be 
Only a suitable recognition of the 
aid we had received from France in 
a critical period of our own history. 

France, however, promptly made 
known. its unwillingness that our 
advances to her should be treated 
as gifts. In fact, the Secretary of 
State received a cable from. the 
American Ambassador in France, in 
April, 1917, as follows: “The Pre- 
mier personally expressed the hope 
to me that no resolution would be 
introduced or debated in Congress 
tending to make a gift to the Gov- 
ernment of France from the United 
States, however much the sentiment 
of good will prompting it might be 
appreciated by the people.” (Com- 
bined annual reports of the World 
War Foreign Debt Commission, 
1927, pages 60 61). 

Repayment Promised. 

The nature of the transactions 
was clearly understood and viewed 
alike by lender and borrowers. 

They were simple in form... The 
engagements to repay were unquali- 
fied. The right of the creditor to 
receive, and the duty of the debtor 
to pay, were not dependent upon 
any contingency that was in the 
mind of any party to the transac- 
tions or which, from any cause or 
quarter, might arise. 

They were loans, and nothing 
else, made to nations in good credit 
and in reliance upon their promises 
of repayment. These promises are 
now breached. They are ever de- 
nied. 

And there the matter stands, with 
“default’—like the “damned spot’ 
in Shakespeare’s Macbeth, which 
would not “out’’—stamped upon the 
pages of America’s Jedger accounts 
with Europe. : 

What the eventual outcome of 
these transactions is to be, time 
alone will tell. 

But for the present, like a gaping 
wound in public faith, they preclude 
all prospect of genuine progress in 
internationai accords, and stand as 
a complete frustration of the hope 
of a world organized on the basis 
of mutual confidence among na- 
tions.

year 1931, and regardless of the 
record ownership of said stock, 
‘A. W. Mellon continued to receive, 
purportedly as interest from the 
record holders, the entire amount 
of dividends declared and paid on 
said 3300 shares of said stock. Since 
the purported transfer of said stock 
to R. B. Mellon, the beneficial and 
equitable ownership of said stock 
has been at all times in A. W. Mel- 
lon, and the vote of said 3300 shares 
of stock and the disposition of said 
stock was at all times subject to 
his control. A. W. Mellon, through 
his stock control and that of his 
family, through his intimate friends 
and business associates, and 
through his relation as a customer 
and by reason of the great volume 
of banking business subject to his 
disposition, was in a position to and 
did dominate and control the said 
Union Trust Co. of Pittsburgh.” 


Union Trust Co. Role. 


The Union Trust Co. bought Mel- 
lon 123,622 shares of Pittsburgh 
Coal Stock “for a purported con- 
sideration of $500,000.” On the 
same day that the stock was trans- 
ferred to the trust company's nom- 
inee, the trust company gave a 
check to Mellon for $500,000. A. W. 
Mellon immediately returned said 
$500,000 to the Union Trust Co. to 
apply on a demand note owing by 
A. W. Mellon to the trust company. 
Thereby the Union Trust Co. was 
left in the same cash position whicr 
it had occupied prior to said trans- 
action, no outlay of its cash assets 
having been required.” 

This sale was “not actual, but 

pretended,” the Government alleges, 
and was “devised ... in order to 
claim losses for income tax pur- 
poses and to reduce his income 
taxes for the year 1931.” The sup- 
posed sale took place on Dec. 39, 
1931. On April 25, 1932, the trust 
company transferred the coal stock 
to the Mellon family corporation, 
the Coalesced Co. “At the same 
time the Union Trust Co. of Pitts- 
burgh lent to the Coalesced Co. 
$400,000 of the $517,278 (the price 
which Coalesced supposedly paid 
to Union Trust), taking the iden- 
tical stock as collateral.” 
* Mellon claimed an ordinary loss 
of $5766 and a capital loss of 
$5,672,189 from this’ transaction. 
Besides the block of Pittsburgh 
Coal Co. stock involved in this deal, 
Mellon had 54,000 additional shares. 
On March 23, 1932, the Government 
says, he gave Paul 27,000 shares and 
Ailso 27,000 shares and they in turn 
transferred the total of 54,000 
shares to the Coalesced Co., “with- 
out consideration, to be joined in 
due course, on April 25, 1932, by 
the aforesaid 123,622 shares of 
common stock, thereby completinz 
the transmission to his children of 
that portion of his estate repre- 
sented by his holdings in the Pitts- 
burgh Coal Co., free from and un- 
diminished by gift or estate taxes,’ 
just 41 days: after Mellon had filed 
his income tax return for 1931. 

Similar transactions in other se- 
curities, the Government charges, 
were entered into with a similar 
purpose. Mellon claimed, the brief 
of the United States attorneys 
shows, a total of $383,527 in or- 
dinary losses and $6,086,469 in cap- 
ital losses. One of these deals was 
carried out, the Government con- 
tends, through the Ascalot Co., an- 
other family corporation, in which 
Ailsa held all the stock, with minor 
exceptions, “valued at in excess of 
$7,000,000.”

Reviewing the 
vast Mellon interests and the huge 
sums of money involved, the docu- 
ment says: “Petitioner (Mellon) 
upon being advised by his account- 
ants that said return was a true 
and correct statement of his in- 
come tax liability and without any 
intent to evade tax, executed said 
return and the same was filed with 
the appropriate Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue as aforesaid.” 

Against the Union Trust Co. of 
Pittsburgh there is pending another 
tax case which Government attor- 
neys say is very similar to the Mel- 
lon case. Union Trust has a sub- 
sidiary, the Union Savings Bank 
which, it happens, conveniently 
enough, is directly across the street 
from the parent company. R. B. 
Mellon was vice-president of both 
and both companies had the same 
directors. 


Union Trust Sale to Subsidiary. 


When it appeared, the Govern- 
ment charges, that the Union Trust 
would have to pay a tax on an in- 
come of about $4,500,000, a list of 
securities was made up for “sale” 
by the Union Trust to the Union 
Savings. These securities had a 
quoted market value on the date 
of the “sale” of $1,722,082 less than 
they had cost. But there was a lit- 
tle hitch in this “sale” the Govern- 
ment seeks to show. Union Sav- 
ings did not have a strong enough 
cash position to take the secur- 
ities without impairing the reserves 
required by law. 

So the Union Trust lent its sub- 
sidiary enough money to make the 
purchase. The securities were 
transferred to the books of Union 
Savings on Nov. 8, 1930, and on 
Jan. 2 and 3, 1931, they were re- 


Government charged 
through the special knowledge and 


transferred back to the Union 
Trust’s books. Inclusion of the 
“loss” from this “sale” was done 
“falsely, fraudulently and with in- 
tent to evade tax,” the Government 
alleges. 

Moreover, the Government 
charges, the Union Trust Co. to- 
ward the close of 1931 “did repeat 
the same fraudulent plan to en- 
gage in a fictitious sale of secur- 
ities and to report a fictitious loss 
for tax evasion purposes.” This 
time the successful “sham sale,” 
as the Government calls it, result- 
ed in a “loss” to the Union Trust 
Co. of $2,347,411. 


Game Played Both Ways. 


What is even more striking is 
the fact that this game could be 
played both ways. The Union 
Trust was perfectly willing to act, 
the Government’s brief sets forth, 
as “accommodation purchaser” for 
its subsidiary, the Union Savings 
Bank. This time the “deal” was in 
defaulted bonds of the Republic of 
Chile and in Cuban bonds. . Union 
Savings was able to show'a tidy 
“loss” of $190,204 on this trans- 
action. 

The Government’s brief in the 
Union Trust case also sets forth 
the transactions involving Andrew 
Mellon and R. B. Mellon and 
charges that the company was well 
aware of the true nature of these 
transactions.

C. D. Mitchell Case Recalled. 

The nearest parallel to the Mel- 
lon case to come before the Board 
of Tax Appeals thus far, in the opin- 
ion of Government attorneys, is the 
case of Charles D. Mitchell. It will 
be recalled that Mitchell was tried 
criminally, but acquitted on charges 
that the sale of stock to his wife 
was not a bona fide sale. The Board 
of Tax Appeals is expected to pass 
very soon on whether or not Mitch- 
ell must pay the tax claimed by the 
Government. 

Government attorneys are careful 
to point out that the methods used 
in the Mellon case differ in kind 
from those which such bankers as 
J. P. Morgan testified to in the 
Wall Street investigation. Morgan’s 
deductions, for example, were scru- 
tinized by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue and pronounced bona fide, 
resulting from capital losses sus- 
tained under the provisions of the 
law. 

However, the law was changed in 
1934 so that such capital losses may 
now be taken only to offset capital 
gains. It is believed that this will 
make it impossible for men of great 
wealth to deduct losses taken on 
liquidated securities, in a period of 
shrinking values, from their real 
income and thereby show little or 
no income subject to taxation. This 
was just what Morgan and many 
others did. Government attorneys 
concede that there are still many 
holes to be plugged in the Federal 
tax laws; it is still possible to 
“avoid” if not actually to “evade” 
paying gift and inheritance taxes 
through one device or another. 

The Mellon case will afford a 
clear cut test of many of the pro- 
visions of-the income tax law. The 
Government's legal staff will be 
headed by Robert H. Jackson, coun- 
sel for the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue. He will have at. least three 
special assistants. Mellon has en- 
rolled both Pittsburgh and Wash- 
ington attorneys. There will be no 
little drama in the hearing before 
the Board of Tax Appeals, particu- 


larly if the slender, shy-appearing 
financier from Pittsburgh takes the 
stand.

No State is 
more jealous of its sovereignty and 
prestige, but especially for that the 
Fascist State does not feel the need 
of interfering in matters which are 
outside its jurisdiction and extran- 
eous to its nature. All those who 
have traveled by that road have 
sooner or later been forced to re¢- 
ognize their error.

the French it would seem justifi- 
cation for their half-forgotten be- 
lief that the Rhineland territories 
would welcome severance from the 
German state, and it would ex- 
cite their ambition for annexa.

A small majority in favor of re- 
turn to Germany would provoke a 
movement among French left-Rhin- 
ers in favor of intervention. 

The article written by Senator 
Millerand, former President of 
France, recently is a sinister por- 
tent. He is clearly reluctant to 
contemplate the prospect of the 
Saar’s once more becoming an in- 
tegral part of the German Rhine- 
land. He recalls memories of Mar- 
shal Foch’s demand for restoration 
of the old Napoleonic regime on 
the left bank of the Rhine. The 
“Wacht am Rhein” is not altogeth- 
er a German song. You can oc 
casionally hear it hummed in Chau- 
vinistic circles in Paris, and, if the 
Saar majority were too narrow, the 
strains would become much louder 
and then mischief would be afoot. 
Compensation, Nothing More. 
That demand was definitely over- 
ruled by those who framed the 
Treaty of Versailles—Clemenceau 
acquiescing in the decision. The 
assignment of the coal mines of 
the Saar to France for 15 years 
was an act well merited, a com- 
pensation to France for the injury 
to her coal mines inflicted by the 
Germans. But it was not intende’ 
to establish a new terra irredenta 
in the heart of Western Europe; 
and indeed, if today any consider- 
able votes could be secured in the 
Saar for continued isolation, it 
would be,dictated not by desire to 
continue separate from German: 
but by dislike of the Hitler regime 
and fear, excerbated by violent 
propaganda. If, in spite of that 
factor, the Saar population vote 
for return to the German Father- 
land, I am’ confident that the 
League of Nations will restore this 


territory to Germany.

Protection of solid steel overhead 
is to be offered the motorist in the 
hew cars.

Kthat the new “turret top” is a sin- 


gle sheet of seamless drawn steel 
that extends from the windshield 
to a point well below the rear win- 
dow and is strengthened by heavy 
U-shaped metal bows underenath. 

“The entire front end, from the 
instrument panel forward and in- 
cluding the corner posts at either 
side of the windshield, is a single 
steel assembly,” he says. “There is 
no back panel. The one-piece steel 
roof is brought down to form the 
top of the steel frame around the 
enclosed luggage compartment 
opening. The quarter panels curve 
around to form the sides: the steel 
floor, with the necessary molding, 
the bottom. 

The “turret top” body is insulat- 
ed throughout. A layer of 14-inch 
insulating material is secured to 
the underside of the stgel roof and 
other parts of the metal sheathing. 
To seal out engine noise and heat, 
the dash is covered with a felt and 
fibre board deadener, while a lay- 
er of heavy jute covers the flooring 
from front to back.

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 15. 
E didn’t exactly fiddle while 
New York burned. Fiddling is 
not one of our accomplish- 
ments, or, at least, we never tried 
it. But we did stand around and 
eat hamburgers and watch the 
Bowery go up in smoke at the big- 
gest fire the Hollywood movie 
studios have staged in many a year. 
It happened at Warners’ you know, 
@ week ago, and the flames wiped 
out some of the most , historic 
streets and buildings, pictorially 
speaking, in this land of Make Be- 
lieve. 

The studio made the best of it 
with a flock of camera-men taking 
reel after reel of burning buildings 
and ships and things like that 
which will come in handy in some 
future pictures calling for fire 
scenes. If no such. movies were 
scheduled at the time you can bet 
they will be soon for the far-sight- 
ed Warner boys are going to get 
something more than just the in- 
surance out of it all. 

The blaze started, where one 
might expect it to start, in the out- 
door sets showing the dingy and 
crowded lower East Side of New 
York, switched around through the

cal research. But even in this day of 

H. L. Mencken it is a little breath- 

taking when an historian bites off a 

particularly huge chunk of accepted 

fact and proclaims to the public that 

it tastes to him for all the world 

like gross fabrication and raw, invol- 
untary errors. 

Christopher Columbus, says the 
Reverend Michael Kenny, S. J.,: of 
Spring Hill College, near here, sailed 
for the new world armed with the 
maps of Irish explorers who had dis- 
covered America almost 1000 years 
before. Ponce de Leon didn’t give a 
hang for the legends of a miraculous 
fountain of youth; he died in the 
cause of colonization. Captain John 
Smith didn’t even bother to invent the 
fiction of his experiences with Poca- 
hontas; he simply pirated an old tale 
and wrote the fake 16 years after it 
was supposed to have happened, be- 
cause he was hard up. Jamestown, 
Virginia, wasn’t settled in 1607 as the 
textbooks say, but in 1526; and not 
by the English but by the Spanish. 
Hendrik Hudson wasn’t the first to 
discover the Hudson River; 89 years 
before his trip a Spaniard had sailed 
past Manhattan and at least as far 
north as Pompey Township. That 
paragon of chivalry, Sir Francis Drake, 
boasted of mistreating and torturing 
defenseless women and leaving them 
to starve with their children in a 
ruined island colony. 

These are only a few of the con- 
tentions of Father Kenny, established 
Catholic scholar, in his new _ book, 
“The Romance of the Floridas,’’ just 
published by the Bruce Publishing 
Company, New York. Father Kenny’s 
latest book has the ecclesiastical 
sanction of Archbishop Samuel A. 
Stritch of Milwaukee: 

The Irish explorer whom Columbus 
is supposed to have followed was the 
bold St. Brendan. Grammar school 
textbooks have usually spoken of 
Columbus as if he had sailed into the 
unknown West in 1492 endowed only 
with a firm belief that the world was 
round and that if he kept sailing west- 
ward he would reach India or the East 
Indies. Father Kenny shows him in 
a different light. His researches and 
those of several other scholars indi- 
cate that Brendan, an Irish mariner 
anxious to spread the gospel, sailed 
from Kerry's Headlands in about 535 
A. D. He returned, describing ‘‘a 
lovely land with extensive meads 
decked with flowers and _ laved by 
many rivers; of thickly-set trees, fruit- 
laden, swaying before scented winds in 
a light that always shone.’ He ex- 
plored the country ‘‘in every direction, 
and at last came to a great river 
which he was unable to cross.” Re- 
calling the early missions to Ice- 
land and Greenland, Father Kenny 
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comes to the following conclusion: 

“The stories of St. Brendan's voy- 
ages had a wide vogue in pre-Colum- 
ban days, and ‘Brendan’s Island’ on 
ancient maps was seen and noted by 
Columbus, as was also the Irlan-a- 
Migla, or greater Ireland, the title 
applied by the Vikings to some of 
their early discoveries. .. .” 

Father Kenny also believes that St. 
Brendan was the almost legendary 
white man who, ‘‘with a great cross 
fronting his girded mantle, preached 
the gospel of the Cross in Mexico, 
and whose promise that a successor 
would return in the fullness of days 
seemed realized to Montezuma in the 
advent of Cortez’s white Conquista- 

As to Ponce de Leon, whom con- 
ventional histories describe as setting 
sail in search of a magic fountain of 
youth, into which a man was said to 
be able to dip himself and gain eter- 
nal youth, Father Kenny is even more 
drastic in his debunking. After years 
of research he comes to the following 
conclusions: 


COD ore is absolutely no his- 
toric evidence that this ‘Foun- 
tain of Youth’ story, which 
had been legendary in many lands 
and ages, had influenced Ponce de 
Leon in seeking a patent for the 
first official ‘capitulation’ of 1512, 
nor in the second of 1514, nor in his 
own letters and writings, concerning 
his own expeditions of 1513 and 1521, 
is there any mention whatsoever of 
this marvelous fountain. Its elaubora- 
tions are first found in Herrera, who 
is wont to embellish his narrative with 
marvels of fictional adornment; nor 
would credulity receptive of such fic- 
tions accord with the career and char- 
acter of Ponce de Leon.’ Father 
Kenny's own narrative is somewhat as 
follows: 

Juan Ponce de Leon, of a noble 
family with royal antecedents, landed 
on the Florida mainland, somewhere 
near the modern St. Augustine, on 
Easter Sunday, March 27, 1513. In 
Spanish the name for Easter Sunday 
is Feast of Flowers, Pasqua Florida. 
Since the land he had discovered was 
a riot of flowers, he christened it, with 
double aptness, La Florida. 

Ponce de Leon, who had accom- 
panied Columbus on his second voy- 
age, is described by a contemporary 
as ‘‘a man of recognized valor and 
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experience.”” He was a supporter of 
the Spanish authority in Hispaniola, 
colonized Puerto Rico and was appoint- 
ed its governor by King Charles V of 
Spain. When Diego, the son of Chris- 
topher Columbus, was appointed to 
succeed him as governor of Puerto 
Rico, he was rich, middle-aged and 
respected. Nevertheless he decided to 
leave his wife and children in San 
Juan, the capital he had founded, and 
go north to explore a large island of 
which the Indians had spoken. 

‘“‘He was probably familiar with the 
fountain fables of the Lucayan In- 
dians of the Bahamas,’’ writes Father 
Kenny, ‘‘but this would have no de- 
termining influence on the sober judg- 
ment which this experienced navigator 
and practical explorer and colonizer 
demonstrated at every emergency.”’ 

When, in 1511 he petitioned King 
Charles V for authority to discover 
and colonize ‘‘the island of  Beminy’”’ 
(later referred to as Biminy), his pur- 
pose was to found and rule a colony 
and to Christianize the natives. In 
1521, while colonizing the western 
coast of Florida, which he still be- 
lieved to be a great island, his party 
were. attacked by a fierce horde of 
Caloosa Indians. While leading his 
men against them he was wounded, 
and his men were forced to set sail 
for Havana. He died of his wounds 
and was buried in San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, leaving a deathbed statement 
that he had been motivated by mis- 
sionary zeal on his Florida expedition. 

Father Kenny claims that the Cap- 
tain John Smith story is untrue from 
the ground up. The old version of the 
Story, founded on Captain Smith's 
Own report, is that this redoubtable 
colonist was captured by the Indian 
chief, Powhatan, condemned to death, 
and saved by Powhatan’s daughter, 
Pocahontas, as the sentence was about 
to be executed. 

According to Father Kenny, this 
story was stolen bodily from the ac- 
counts of a Spaniard, Juan Ortiz, 
who was discovered and rescued by 
Hernando de Soto in 1528, shortly 
before De Soto himself met his death. 
While searching for the vanished chief 
of the Ucita Indians, De Soto came 
across a naked, tatooed white man, 
who ran toward his party shouting for 
protection when his Indian compan- 
ions ran away. This Juan Ortiz was the 
last survivor of the Panfilo de Nar- 
vaez expedition of some 15 years be-

fore and a member of a prominent Se- 
ville family. 

‘“‘Captured 12 years before De Soto 
found him, by Hirriga, the vanished 


‘chief of the Ucita whom De Soto was 


now seeking, Ortiz,’’ according to Fa- 
ther Kenny’s account, ‘‘was bound to 
stakes over a lighted fire when Hirri- 
ga’s daughter took pity on him and 
his life was saved at her supplications. 
He was kept, however, in cruel bond- 
age by day and sent at night to their 
burial grounds to guard the corpses 
from the wolves. Once a wolf carried 
off a newly-buried child, and though 
Ortiz killed the animal and rescued 
the body, Hirriga sentenced him to 
death to appease the outraged spirit. 


COE ions in her new supplica- 


tions that his life be spared, 

the Princess had Ortiz spirited 
away to the Chief Mococo, her fiance, 
who protected him until the arrival 
of De Soto, 11 years later.’’ 

Father Kenny goes on to say that 
the Princess lost her fiance by her 
merciful act, but that there is nothing 
in the story to correspond with 
Smith's alleged marriage with Poca. 
hontas. Smith’s tale, written 96 years 
later, is an embellishment of the 
Ortiz story, Father Kenny contends. 
Strangely enough nothing was said of 
Powhatan and Pocahontas in his first 
account, except that they asked him 
to release to them his Indian prison- 
ers. Unfortunately the name of Ortiz’s 
Princess is nowhere recorded, though 
it is said that De Soto made a special 
trip to €hief Mococo to thank him for 


his kindness to 

Ortiz and to 

promise him 

friendship and 
protection. 

While it in no 

way discredits 

the generally ac- 

cepted 

the founding of 

Jamestown in 

1607, Father 

Kenny’s story of 

the founding of 

the original 

Spanish town on 

that site is of 

considerable his- 

toric interest. Ac- 

cording .to this, 

the original 

founder was Lu- 

cas Vasquez de Ayllon, a knight from 

Toledo who left a judgeship to be- 
come an explorer and colonist. 

The settlement which De Ayllon 
founded on the banks of the James 
River was named San Miguel de Gual- 
dape when the Spanish party landed 
in 1526, 81 years before the arrival 
of the English. They built a chapel 
and houses almost. as soon as they 

landed and Fa- 
ther Kenny 
credits them with 
building the first 
ship ever built 
by Europeans on 
the mainland of 
North America. 

But the colony 
De Ayllon had 
founded was des- 
tined to bea fail- 
ure. These south- 
erners found the 
Virginia climate 
intensely cold. 
Supplies were 
scanty and there 
was much sick. 
ness. After the 
winter 150 half- 
frozen,  half- 
starved survivors 
headed back to 
San Domingo. 
The same year 
Lucas Vasquez 
de <Ayllon died 
and was buried 
at sea. 

It was, during the same period in 
Spanish exploring, Father Kenny says, 
that other adventurers discovered the 
Hudson River—89 years before the ar- 
rival of Hendrik Hudson, whose three- 
hundredth anniversary was celebrated 
in New York in 1909. The river’s first 
European name was Rio de San An- 
tonio, a verbal relic of perhaps as 
many as three Spanish expeditions to 
New York and Pennsylvania. 

The proofs? Father Kenny cites 
first of all the Pompey Stone in Onon- 
daga County, New York, a monolith 
bearing the inscription ‘‘Leo de Lon. 
vk, 1520." 

Then there is the ruin of what 
is supposed to have been a Span- 
ish fort on Castle Island near Albany 
and some ramparts on Tioga. River. 
These and other bits of evidence indi- 
cate to Father Kenny that De Lon’s, 
Ayllon’s or Gomez’s expeditions—if 
not all of them—reached and pene- 
trated the northeastern coast in the 
early sixteenth century. 

Father Kenny's information about 
Sir Francis Drake comes as less of a 
surprise to those who are at all ac- 
quainted with the character of En- 
glish society in the glamorous days of 
Elizabeth. Drake, it will be remem. 
bered, earned his knighthood by his 
epic circumnavigation of the globe in 
the Golden Hind during the years 
from. 1577 to 1580. Aside from his 
fame as a brave navigator, however, 
modern historians regard him as little 
more than a very picturesque, licensed 
pirate, whose depredations gained a 
little color of respectability because

—and he said: ‘‘Well, I'll tell you how 
it was, Marie, we found you on the 
doorstep, but that doesn’t make any 
difference with us.’’ And Marie said 
it didn’t mgke any difference with her 
either, and Joseph Schmidt was proua 
of her for taking it that way. 

Now Marie Schmidt was 18 and she 
had a sweetheart, David Miller. He 
wanted to marry her and she told him 
he would have to talk to Father 
Schmidt first. He went to see Father 
Schmidt, who deemed it his duty to 
tell Miller everything. He brought 
from his strong box a faded newspa- 
per clipping that had been kept by 
one of the women of the cigar factory 
neighborhood and had come to them, 
along with the baby, as a sort of 
validation. It told about the woman 
who had arrived on the 9 o'clock 
Evansville train 18 years before and 
about the baby that had been found 
on the Neff doorstep. ‘‘That was 
Marie,” he said. ‘‘If you. still want 
her you-can have her.” 

David prog stood up very straight 
and said all of that made no differ- 
ence to him. 

“I> want Marie,” he said. 

“Then take her,’ said Joseph 
Schmidt. 

Mother Schmidt cried and carried 
on. She was willing for David Miller 
to have Marie, but she did not want 
to have her go away.

Two children were born to Mrs. 
Miller and when they heard something 
from other .children and asked their 
mother about it, she told them.

The women met in their 
homes and socially, for they belonged 
to the same church and the same 
clubs. They called each other ‘‘Mayme”’ 
and ‘‘Marie.’’ No word was ever spok- 
en about relationship. ‘‘We were mat- 
ter-of-fact about it,’ says Mrs. Curtis 
now.

Something might 
have been said before 
Mrs. Ebner died, but her death 
was sudden. She had just re- 
turned to her home from a 
church affair of some kind and 
died as she was entering the 
house. 

Ebner had become one of the out- 
standing men of Western Indiana in 
business and civic affairs. Following 
the death of his father and an older 
brother, he had come into full control 
of the ice and cold storage company 
founded by his father, which had 
grown until there were branches in 
half a dozen Indiana and Illinois 
cities. 

Through the years Mrs. Curtis had 
cherished the clipping that was given 
to her first husband“ by Joseph 
Schmidt. Against the possibility that 
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she might die before Mrs. Ebner, she 
wrote on the margin: 

“This babe was me, left by Mayme 
Baker, now Mrs. Lawrence Ebner. She 
herself has always denied it, but her 
sister, Vi, has told me all. When I 
die please show this to Mayme so she 
will be convinced that I have never 
lived all these years without knowing 
the truth.” 

Within a few months after the 
death of his first ‘wife, Ebner married 
Miss Aline Robinson, secretary of the 
Vincennes Chamber of Commerce. The 
day before they started on a Mediter- 
ranean trip Ebner made his will. A 
short time after they returned he died. 
After his death Mrs. Curtis heard ru- 
mors. One was that Ebner had left 
her $20,000 by his will. Friends who 
before had refrained from speaking 
now asked her if, in the event that 
Ebner had not provided for her, she 
would contest the will. 

Mrs. Curtis had always understood

that her Aunt Vi (now Mrs. 

Richard Huff of St.° Louis), 

knew who her father was. 

After Ebner’'s funeral, Mrs. 

Curtis said to her: “If you 

know anything, now is the 

time to talk.’’ Mrs. Huff 

told her what she has since 

told in the form of a _ deposition. 
When she had finished, Mrs. Huff 
said: ‘‘I have something else to tell 
you. Elmer is your brother. He too 
belongs to Lawrence and Mayme.”’ 

Then she told Mrs. Curtis the story 
of Elmer Manning, whom she had 
reared and to whom she had given 
her name. Her story was that a year 
or two after Marie was found on the 
doorstep, when Mrs. Huff was Mrs. 
Smith Manning, Mayme Baker and 
Lawrence Ebner, youngest son of the 
wealthy John Ebner, ice manufactur- 
er, came to her home at North Little 
Rock, Ark., and made arrangements 
for her to take care of Mayme 
Baker’s second baby. 

“If Elmer is my brother,” said Mrs. 
Curtis, ‘‘we will fight together for our 
rights.”’ 

So, on May 1, 1934, in the Circuit 
Court of Knox County, Indiana, there 
was filed by Attorneys A. J. and D. H. 
Padgett the suit of Marie Curtis and 
Elmer W. Manning, styling themselves 
the sole and only children of Law- 
rence A. Ebner, against Aline Ebner, 
widow and executrix; St. Meinard’s 
College, Margaret Lee, Rachael Schal.- 
ler, Georgia Rose Hatcher and the 
John Hancock Life Insurance Co., 
praying that the will of Lawrence A. 
Ebner be set aside and declared null 
and void on the ground that Ebner, 
when the will was made, was an in- 
valid and of unsound mind and under 
undue influence of others. 

The will, which did not mention 
Marie Curtis or Elmer Manning, left 
the household goods to his second 
wife, 60 shares of preferred stock of 
the Ebner Ice and Cold Storage Co. 
to St. Meinard’s College to be applied 
to the education of priests; to Mar- 
garet Lee, niece, 200 shares: to Ra- 
chael Schaller, niece, 200 shares; to 
Georgia Rose Hatcher, niece, 100 
shares; to Mrs. Ebner, first mortgage 
bonds of the company, par value $32.,- 
500, the home at Perry and Fourth 
streets and a _ business block, all 
the common stock of the company, 
income from two $10,000 life insur- 
ance policies, and the residue of the 
estate. 

The deposition of Mrs. Viola Huff, 
which has been filed in court, recites 
that her sister, Mayme, told her that 
when her first baby was born at an 
Evansville hospital, she left it on the 
porch at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Neff, in the early part of 
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Mrs. Marie Curtis. 


1890, and that Lawrence Ebner was 
the father of the child. 

About April 1, 1896, she deposed, 
Lawrence Ebner and Mayme came to 
her home in Little Rock, Ark., and 
made arrangements for her to care 
for another infant of which Ebner 
said he was the father. They intended 
to get married in a short time, she 
quoted him as saying, but did not 
want his parents to know. She kept 
the boy, she said, until he was 18 
years old, and gave him the name of 
Elmer Manning. 

About four months after the sec- 
ond baby was born, Mrs. Huff said in 
her deposition, she heard that Law 
rence and Mayme had been mar 
riéd and went to see them at Sey- 
mour, Ind., taking the baby with 
her. Continuing her deposition, she 
said: 


ence of Mayme that he couldn't 

deny that Elmer belonged to 
him nor that he was Elmer's father, 
that he looked so much like him. 
Lawrence said: ‘No, I don't deny it 
and Elmer does resemble me. He 
said: ‘I don’t deny him and I can't 
deny him. I am his father.’ 

“Then I said: ‘Why don't you take 
him in your home and raise him in 
your home?’ He said he couldn't do 
that on account of his people, that he 
was afraid it would cause trouble. 

“IT told them I thought they ought 
to take both children, Marie and 
Elmer, and raise them in their own 
home and give him a name.

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New Flood of Girl Spies Unloosed in Europe

Every day or s0, now, one reads 
news of spies. Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Gordon Switz, Americans, are held 
implicated in an international 
ring in which 29 arrests were made 
in France and others in Finland. In 
the third week of November, three 
Persian officers, one at an arms plant 
in Switzerland and two at a Krupp 
factory in Sweden, killed themselves. 
In this hectic atmosphere of -espionage 
and counter-espionage, but one infer- 
ence was clear-—-each had been duped 
by some silken espionne. 

There’s peace now in Europe. But 
with peace goes the planning of forti- 
fications, the invention of new weap- 
ons the ordering of munitions. There- 
in lies the opportunity for the lip-stick 
strategy of the lady spy, and evidently 
the call has gone out along the tango 
trails for young women of striking 
profile, willing to flirt with men and 
danger and capable of handling both 

Diplomats and journalists of every 
capital in Europe concede that the 
Continent is over-run with a new flood 
of espionnes, but, as disclosures long 
after the world war throw a new light 
on the value of girl spies in that con- 
flict, one wonders why. Perhaps 
they are more effective in time 
of peace. It may require no _ less 
finesse now to trip up an Oriental in 
Europe for war planes and take away 
his blueprints, but certainly there's 
less strain on the nerves. 

And certainly the wartime exploits 
of the espionnes, as revalued in a vast 
athount of authentic material now 
coming to light, seem to have been 
much less profitable for the nations 
at war than for fiction and the films. 
The debunking process has extended 
beyond their military adventures to 
the amorous. Take Mata Hari—she 
was too fat to dance! 

The story of this Dutch ‘‘Danseuse 
Rouge,’’ with her amber-bronze skin, 
sybylline ways, black magic and Ori- 
ental lures which caused the divorce 
of a French War Minister, is one of 
the war's most cherished legends. 

The lowdown on the Mata Hari case, 
as a French writer, Paul Allard, has 
at last exposed it, is that she was ac- 
tually on the payroll of the French 
and German espionnage services, and 


here, 
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possibly the British 
also. She was work- 
ing them rather 
than working for 
them. As a courte- 
san above all else, 
since her girth in- 
terfered with her 
public career, she 
traveled back and 
forth between the 
capitals, tattling to 
one lover what the 
last. one had _ told 
her. And _ they 
watched their 
tongues when they 
talked to her. They 
all guessed that 
she was ‘“‘working’’ 
for the others, but 
they hoped that 
some day she would 
let something of 
importance slip out. 
German spy chiefs 
paid her, but the 
money was. prob- 
ably for personal 
debts. As a spy she 
was a dud; as a 
grafter she let 
nothing get by. If she hadn’t offend- 
ed Ledoux, chief of the French espion- 
age service, one of her own bosses, 
one day—pbut both are dead and no 
one will ever know what happened be- 
tween them. It wasn’t any sentimental 
business. She was forty-one and looked 
fifty, and her-state of health was any- 
thing but poetic. 

A real espionne of the purest wa- 
ter was a scholarly French girl, Louise 
de Bettignies, of Lille, born in 1880, 
Oxford graduate’ and governess, 
speaking English, German, Italian. 

The British Intelligence* service 
picked her out of some refugees at 
Folkestone, noting her unusual intel- 
ligence and qualifications. At their 
demand, she slipped back into occu- 
pied France in the early part of 1915, 
and organized a vast network of spies. 
At times she had more than a hundred 
dependable persons reporting German 
train and troop movements to the 
front. She compiled long and precise 
reports and risked her life scores of 
times smuggling them into Holland, 
with different disguises and always 
with false German pass cards. Later 
She made her way across Belgium, 
traveling by day, with 3000 words in 
microscopic characters photographed 
On a coat of invisible gelatine on her 
eyeglasses. Still later, British planes 
dropped parachute crates of carrier 
pigeons on a country house she fre- 
quented, and the pigeons would carry 
her reports to their dovecote in En- 
gland. 

Unfortunately, when the Germans 
captured her a year later, she had a 
crisis of nerves, due to fear and fa- 
tigue. She led them directly to a 
French chemist who had secretly done

T h e Germans sus- 
pected her but too 
late. On her return 
to the Geneva base, 
a German, posing as 
an actor, invited her 
foramoonlight 
ride in a rowboat on 
the lake. Unwisely, 
she accepted. As 
they passed the 
present site of the 
League of Nations 
he leaped and 
stabbed her to 
death. 

Almost unique— 
for she can actually 
be found in flesh 
and blood today— 
was a young French 
war widow, Marthe 
Richard, afterwards 
Crompton, known as 
“The Lark.’”’ 

Gay, daring, beautiful, twenty-one 
and an air pilot when war broke out, 
she lost her husband at the front a 
few weeks later. Applying to Captain 
Ledoux, French counter-espionage 
chief, for some perilous service, he 
sent her to Spain, a key point, for 
German submarines’ were - raiding 
from the Spanish coasts, German 
agents stirring up trouble in Morocco 
and paralyzing munition plants.

information for France. 

For Von Krohn’she opened a beau- 
ty shop, called the ‘‘Lark's Mirror.” 
where the naval attache could look 
over a fancy clientele and pick out 
some likely ones for spying in France. 

Through her Ledoux gleverly dis- 
covered the German code. He supplied 
her with correct but obsolete military 
information for Von Krohn. putting in 
names of towns, ships and depots 
which could not be changed into syn- 
onymous words. The naval attache 
shot this information to Berlin over 
the radio at once. The Eiffe] Tower 
picked it up. Knowing positively that 
these names were in the German 
messages, French experts worked 
through double and triple transposi- 
tion systems until the code was 
known. And for months and months 
they read every word that the Ger- 
man Embassy in Madrid sent to Ber- 
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lin, including an order to pay 
Hari 15,000 pesetas. 

Ledoux pulled ‘‘The Lark” out

This suspicion was confirmed when 
Eugenie paid a visit a few days later 
to the Schermerhorn street house and 
flew into a rage when shown the let- 
ter. She immediately dispatched a 
telegram to Hall, as follows: ‘‘Deal is 
off if you do not come at once. G.”’ 
The G stood for Gene, a pet name be- 
stowed by Mrs. Cedarholm and adopt- 
ed by Hall as his amours progressed. 
The significance of the telegram never 


~ has been learned. 


When Eugenie left the boarding 
house that night, presumably for Free- 
port, it was the last time her friends 
ever saw her. Mrs. Reid assumed 
charge, despite the owner’s protest, 
and the boarders wondered. 

Mrs. Reid, who bought control of 
the establishment in good faith, did 
some wondering herself early in 1928, 
when she _ received another letter 
signed Eugenie Cedarholm instructing 
her to stop depositing the $200 month- 
ly in the bank and tell- 
ing her instead to put 
the cash in Eugenie’s 
safe deposit box. Puzzled, 
Mrs. Reid went to the 
safe deposit company and 
learned that Eugenie had 
owned a box there for 
some time, but that re- 
cently, on receipt of a 
letter purporting to come 
from her, the box had 
been recorded as held 
jointly by Miss Eugenie 
Cedarholm and Edward 
Lawrence Hall. 

For many weeks Mrs. Reid worried 
and fretted over the matter and sev- 
eral times was on the verge of going 
to the office of District Attorney 
Charles J. Dodd. But while she wav- 
ered, the new city subway butted its 
way into the situation and knocked it 
wide open.

ing in the way of the new develop- 
ment, had been condemned and the 
city was looking for Eugenie Cedar- 
holm to present her with a $60,000 
condemnation award. A bank and the 
Public Administrator were pressed 
into service, and then came the police. 

A dash to Freeport found the cot- 


tage on Prince 
street deserted. On 
the dining room ta- 
ble was a meal for 
two, half-finished 
The dishes had not 
been washed nor 
had the kitchen 
sink. The beds 
were unmade. 
Neighbors said they 
had seen nothing of 
the ‘‘Halls’’ for 
three days. It 
caused quite a lot of 
gossip because the 
queerly matched 
pair had seemed 
very happy. The 
only unhappy note 
had been = struck 
when the dog Duke 
had disappeared, ac- 
cording to a neigh- 
bor named Swan- 
berg. Hall told her 
Duke had just 
jumped out the win- 
dow and run away, 
but the woman re- 
fused to. believe it 
of the faithful pet. 
Hall helped her 
search the woods 
and swamps, but no 
trace was found. 
Swanberg said that 
Hall predicted that 
she would soon for- 
get Duke. But she 
didn't. 

Several days after 
the departure of the 
‘*Halls,’’ Jerry Ver- 
ity of Baldwin, 
Long Island, rent- 
ing agent for the 
cottage, received a 
note from Hall ask- 
ing that the house 
be closed and the 
furniture stored. 

“My wife and I 
are going to Ken- 
tucky and then to 
Europe,” he’ wrote 
from New York 
City. 

Frantic efforts by 
police to catch up 
with Hall met with blind trails. Mar- 
riage records were searched for a frag- 
ment of a clew. No record of their 
marriage was found. Hotels, trains, 
boats and garages were checked with- 
out success. Then it developed that 
no one was sure that the woman seen 
leaving the cottage with the elderly 
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man was Eugenie Cedarholm. It was 
dusk when they left and their figures 
were indistinct. 

Now the hunt became even more 
frenzied. Stumped in their attempts to 
locate a clew, police took axes to the 
cottage and almost tore it apart. Then 
they dug up the cellar and the back 
yard. Ashes were taken from the 
furnace and the fireplace and sifted 
for a telltale button or strand of hair. 
None was found. 

The same procedure was gone 
through at the brownstone house on 
Schermerhorn street with the same 
lack of result. 

The police decided to sit back and 
wait. 

‘‘Maybe she isn’t dead, after all,”’ 
they said hopefully, patching up the 
wrecked dwelling as best they could. 

It was in March, 1929, that the case 
again became active. Two checks 
bearing Eugenie’s indorsement came 
to her bank in Brooklyn within a 
week. They had been written in Phil- 
adelphia and cashed there. One of 
the signatures was plainly spurious. 
The police sent out a general alarm. 

Within two weeks the gray-haired 
dishwasher was arrested in a Phila- 
delphia boarding house and brought 
back with much fanfare to Brooklyn. 


“Mi wife and baby are in 
Florida,’’ he said innocent- 
“This matter is entirely 
a personal affair and none of your 
business.’’ He refused to supply the 
Florida address on the’ ground 
that it would be valuable to his 
‘‘wife’s’’ enemies. Since there was no 
evidence to show he had written the 
fake checks or murdered Eugenie 
Cedarholm, he was released. 

At this point, Eugenie’s father, 
August Cedarholm, a mild-mannered 
man with handlebar mustaches, ar- 
rived from Oslow, Norway, but his ar- 
rival] proved unimportant. Not having 
seen either his wife or child for 25 
years, he could help little. He almost 
fainted when told of the estate his 
daughter had accumulated. 

Hall was picked up again when it 
was discovered that he had forged Eu- 
genie’s signature to the lease obtained 
by Mrs. Reid for the boarding house. 
Almost triumphantly, the authorities 
clapped a 20-year sentence on him, 
confident that within a few years the 
‘‘break"’ in the case would come. Dur- 
ing the trial it became known that 
Hall had once served a term in Min- 
nesota for grand larceny and assault. 

Once when questioned in his cell he 
stated that he had lived with his 
‘‘wife’’ in Chicago and other cities and 
that they had three children. Asked 
to furnish the names of the attending 
doctors, Hall proudly claimed that he 
had officiated at each birth, since he 
had had some medical training. A 
former wife, dug up by detectives, con- 
firmed his claim to obstetrical talent. 
She said she had borne five children 
and that he had delivered them all. 

So the mystery ends as it started 
—nowhere. August Cedarholm got 
the $60,000 and took it back to Oslo 
when Eugenie was declared legally 
dead. Hall, from his cell, insists she 
is still alive. As he progresses into 
senility, he seems to revel more and 
more in his position of mystery.

But Francis Biddle did not 
write his book just to be shock- 
ing. He really meant all he said 
about the weight of family tradi- 
tion, for he wanted to be known 
as a real liberal who frankly dis- 
cussed the _ political, financial, 
civic and social life of old Phila- 
delphia with which he was in- 
timately familiar. And even 
though the book caused a flurry, 
Francis Biddle retained his pres- 
tige in the community, with no 
difficulty, and perhaps some 
added aplomb. 

His new post, however, puts 
him in a more strategic place 
than he has ever occupied. Polit- 
ically, he always registered as a 
Republican until the spring of 
1934. During Theodore Roose- 
velt’s campaign he worked for the 
Progressive movement. 

Later he voted for Alfred E. 
Smith and Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, although he had been 
registered as a Republican all the 
time. 

Now Francis Biddle is a Demo- 
crat and a staunch champion of 
the New Deal. 

Francis Biddle has two sons, 
Edmund .. Randolph Biddle and 
Garrison Chapin Biddle. They 
are both away at school now, and 
their father thinks the law would 
be an excellent profession for 
them to follow.

NEW YORK. 
HE late Joseph Con- 
rad would have 
chewed many pencils 
trying to find his kind 
of marine adventure 
and high romance 
aboard a modern lux- 
ury liner. With the captain of to- 
day not much more than an ex- 
pert disciplinarian and business 
executive and the hands mere 
tradesmen and otel employes, 
the going would Rave been very 
rough indeed. Perhaps no other 
master and no other ship illus- 
trates this better than Captain 
Francesco Tarabotto and the Ital- 
ian liner Rex, fastest vessel om 
the Attantic. 

Taller than six feet and hand- 
some in a patrician way, Tara- 
botto seems grossly miscast.

not liable to imprisonment in a 
State prison. He sent the petition 
to the Superior Court of Contra 
Costa County. The Superior Judge 
who had originally sentenced Mc- 
Farland had died since. 

When the day for the hearing 
came, the trusty was dressed in 
civilian clothes and taken from 
Folsom Prison to Martinez, then 
county seat of Contra Costa. Be- 
ing a prisoner, he had no legal 
status before the court, so two at- 
torneys were appointed to act for 
him. 


HE Judge was Thomas: D. 
Johnson. Attorneys George 
Carmody and W. L. Wollitz 
presented the argument. The case 
was taken under advisement and 
McFarland went back to prison to 
await a verdict. 
Judge Johnson's decision came 
a few weeks later and was. in 
thorough agreement with the pe- 
tition. It ruled that McFarland 
had been sentenced illegally, that 
the hospital officials had reported 
him ‘‘not insane,’’ but that no 
entry had been’ made in the court 
records to the effect that he was 
cured or recovered. Therefore 


Judge Johnson declared that the 
prisoner was still insane accord- 
ing to the law. The formal dec- 
laration said in substance: 
There was certain correspond- 
ence from the hospital superin- 
tendent, indicating that he had 
been of the opinion that McFar- 
land had simulated insanity. No 
certificate was ever issued to the 
sheriff or the district attorney in- 
dicating that he had recovered nor 
was any order of that nature is- 
sued to the court. 

For these reasons, Judge John- 
son ordered that the judgment of 
the court and McFarland’s sen- 
tence to imprisonment be ‘‘vacat- 
ed.’ This did not free the pris- 
oner, but it madea retrial of the 
case possible. 

“The next step,’’ Judge Johnson 
explained in his chambers, ‘‘would 
seem to be that MacFarland 
should face another jury to de- 
termine his sanity. And if he is 
sane he should face trial again on 
the original murder charge.” 

District Attorney James F. 
Hoey immediately announced his 
intention to block any move to 
free McFarland. The first tech- 
nicality he raised was that the 
prisoner should have been present 
in court when. the decision was 


made public. Judge Johnson 
agreed to this and signed an order 
for McFarland’s temporary trans- 
fer to the Contra Costa County 
court. Then he proposed to read 
the decision again. 

One Saturday toward the end 
of November McFarland was 
again taken from the _ prison. 
That was an expertfence in itself 
—driving from here to Martinez, 
seeing the hills, the bay, the love- 
ly countryside fram which he had 
been shut out for almost a quar- 
ter of a century. 


WoO days later, on Monday, 
the prisoner came _ before 
Judge Johnson again and 
heard the judgment which he 
considers the first step in a long 
fight for freedom. For McFarland 
has studied enough law to know 
that he has no easy task before 
him. He knows that there will be 
many twists, that every legal tech- 
nicality which the State's attor- 
neys know will be brought to Bea 
to defeat him. : 
The broad grin of triumph 
which overspread the prisoner's 
face when he heard the decision, 
faded away into a serious frown 
as he heard the District At- 
torney file verbal notice of his 
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purser. Except for the loeale, the 
cabin might be the office of a cor- 
poration president.
